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PRODUCTION OF NEWS PRINT 
DURING THE MONTH OF JULY 


Tabulation by the Federal Trade Commission Shows an Increase 
in the Production of News Print for July, 1920, Over 
July, 1919, Amounting to Slightly Less Than 14 Per 
Cent for Total Print and 17 Per Cent for Standard News 
—Mill Stocks of Both Total Print and Standard News 
Decreased During the Month—Publishers’ Stock on July 
31 Equaled Slightly More Than 46 Days’ Supply. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Wasuincron, D. C., August 25, 1920.—The following is a review 
of the reports received from domestic manufacturers of news print 
paper, from jobbers buying and selling news print paper and from 
leading publishers using news print paper by the Federal Trade 
Commission. Imports and export statistics of the Department of 
Commerce are also included in the review. Whenever possible, 
the figures for 1920 are compared with those for the corresponding 
period of 1919. 

The figures which follow show the results of the commission’s 
tabulations for July, 1920, compared with July, 1919. In addition 
the tonnage for the previous period of each year is shown for 
comparison purposes together with the totals for the seven months:

The average or normal production of total print and standard 
news based upon the total combined production for the years 1917, 
1918, and 1919 amounted to 112,736 tons of total print and 101,400 
tons of standard news for the period corresponding to July. The 
actual production amounted to 129,853 tons of total print and 
118,810 tons of standard news, an increase in the case of total print 
of more than 15 per cent over the average for the three-year period 
and an increase in the case of standard news of more than 17 per 
cent over the average. 

The increase in the production of news print in July, 1920, over 
July, 1919, amounted to slightly less than 14 per cent for total print 
and 17 per cent for standard news. 

Mill stocks of both total print and standard news decreased dur- 
ing July, 1920. 

In addition to the stocks given above, 579 tons were reported on 
hand at terminal and delivery points on July 31, 1920. 


Loss of Production 
Reports from 89 mills operating 193 machines running full or 
partial time on news print paper showed the following loss of time 
during the month of July, 1920:

The exports for June, 1920, were 4,348 tons 
less than for June, 1919. 

The tonnage to “Other Countries” under the “exports of news 
print” for June, 1920, includes 104 tons to Philippine Islands, 56 
tons to Canada, 52 tons to New Zealand, 49 tons to Dutch East 
Indies and 38 tons to United Kingdom.

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Publishers’ stocks increased 20,827 tons during the month. The 
average daily tonnage used during July was 403 tons less than the 
average used in June. 

Publishers’ stocks and transit tonnage on July 31 represented 
slightly more than 46 days’ supply at the existing rate of con- 
sumption. 

Sixty-six publishing concerns held about 49 per cent of the ton- 
nage on hand at the end of the month. 

The Domestic consumption of standard news by metropolitan 
dailies using between one-half and three-fourths of a million tons 
annually decreased more than 3 per cent for July, 1920, compared 
with July, 1919, and increased more than 18 per cent for July, 1920, 
over July, 1918. 


Average Prices Paid by Publishers 

The weighted average price of contract deliveries from domestic 
mills to publishers during July, 1920, f.o.b. mill in carload lots for 
standard news in rolls, was $5.211 per 100 pounds. This weighted 
average is based upon July deliveries of approximately 48,000 tons 
on contracts involving a total tonnage of approximately 445,000 
tons of undelivered paper manufactured in the United States. 

The weighted average contract price based on deliveries from 
Canadian mills of about 23,000 tons of standard roll news in car- 
load lots, f.o.b. mill in July, was $4.938 per 100 pounds. This 
weighted average is based upon the July deliveries on contracts 
involving about 175,000 tons of undelivered Canadian paper. The 
greater number of these are short-term contracts covering the 
year 1920. 

The weighted average market price for July of standard roll 
news in carload lots f.o.b. mill based upon domestic purchases 
totaling more than 5,000 tons was $10.498 per 100 pounds. This 
weighted average may be less than market quotations on account 
of contract relations, quantity discounts, mill stock ownership and 
other causes unknown to the commission. 


Transportation on Connecticut 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Winpsor Locks, Conn., August 23, 1920—A definite move to- 
wards the long promised development of the water power at the 
Locks was made a few days ago when application was made to 
the Federal Water Power Commission at Washington, which was 
recently created by Congress, for permission to build a dam over 
the river. The Connecticut River Company filed the petition, 
which carries with it the rebuilding of the Locks in such a manner 
as to provide for real water transportation. The locks and canals 
are to be so rebuilt as to accommodate boats 380 feet long, 40-foot 
draft and 60 feet in beam. If the river is dredged above and 
below to that depth this means that coal and raw materials can 
be brought by tugs and barges to Springfield, Holyoke and 
Chicopee. 

The building of the dam will doubtless call for a revamping of 
the entire hydraulic system in Windsor Locks. The dam that it 
is proposed to build will have the power plant located on it. It 


“will be a hydro-electric plant, and the power that is now taken 


from the present canal by waterwheels will be supplanted by 
electric power, delivered to the various concerns by the Con- 
necticut River Company. It is expected that the new installation 
will enable the generation of 40,000 horsepower, or over 10,000 
more horsepower than at Holyoke. 


Mr. Bradshaw Resigns From Burnside Tissue Co.

mor has been circulating throughout the 
ork for the past week or two that large quan- 
tities of German news print were being imported into this 
country and entering into competition with the domestic stock. 
It was even noised abroad that the New York Sun had used 
considerable of this paper for publishing its daily, but this was 
most emphatically denied by the officials of the Sun, who said 
that they had not seen a sheet of it. 

On being interviewed on the question, a man who is an 
authority on export and import of paper said, “I cannot under- 
stand how Germany, who is suffering from a shortage of all 
kinds of paper, finds it possible to send any news print to the 
United States. I should require very good evidence to con- 
vince me that it really is German paper and not Finnish stock. 
In my opinion there is nothing in the report, although if I 
knew the price that was being paid I should be better able to 
judge.” 

However, three jobbers in this city are said, upon good 
authority, to have been offered lots of German news print and 
it was reported that one of the well-known paper firms had 
some of the paper for sale. The representative of the PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL, on seeking information at the offices of this 
company, was told that all of the German news print had been 
sold, but that beyond this they were not prepared to make 
any statement. 

After a number of inquiries, it was found that Mr. Polachek, 
formerly with the New York Sun and Herald, but at present 
connected with Agar & Bernson, at 25 Beaver street, seemed 
to hold the key to the mystery. The Paper TrapDe JouRNAL 
reporter, on getting in touch with him by telephone, asked, 
“Is it true that you are interested in the importation of a ship- 
ment of 1,500 tons of news print from Germany which is due 
to arrive some time this week and that this is the first news print 
ever imported from Germany?” 

“T do not know of any that is arriving this week,” he replied, 

“In the near future, then?” 

“There is a possibility of it.” 

“Would you give me a price on it?” 

“What do you want to know for?” countered Mr. Polychek. 

“For publication,” was the answer. 

“Certainly not,” he replied. “And that paper is all sold now, 
anyway.” This closed the interview. 

On application at the New York customs house no record 
of imports of news print from Germany were to be found and 
neither could any trace of it be discovered on the manifests 
of cargoes of ships which had come in recently. So that 
if any is coming in, the assumption is that it is not arriving 
through the port of New York. It has been said that Boston 
is the place of arrival. 


To Plant Trees in Pennsylvania 

HarrisBurG, Pa., August 23, 1920—Tests of planting of North 
Carolina poplars to furnish a new supply of pulp wood for Penn- 
sylvania industries will be made upon an extensive scale in half 
a dozen counties under state auspices this fall. Trees have been 
selected and will be planted on state lands of different types, the 
growth and general condition being checked. Some planting of 
poplars also will be undertaken on farm lands. 


Fred Webster Starts Paper Firm

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CANADIAN MERGER R 
CONTINUE TO BE CIR 


Rumors Are Said to Explain the Recent Activities in the Stocks 
of the Companies Mentioned—Fraser Companies Said to 
Be Obtaining Options upon Properties Which Will Be 
Required in Carrying Out Their Immense New Project— 
Expansion of the Paper and Pulp Industry in Canada 


Illustrated by the Numerous Reports of New Companies 
Being Incorporated. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTrEAL, Que., August 23, 1920.—Following the rumors when 
it was announced that Sir Lomer Gouin had joined the editorial 
staff of La Presse to the effect that this meant the beginning of a 
giant merger of the paper and pulp interests in Canada with the 
aid of British capital, La Patrie publishes the following: 

“The St. Maurice merger will be the name of the amalgama- 
tion of the principal paper makers of the St. Maurice region for 
which negotiations commenced in London some months ago, and 
which are now being carried on in New York and Montreal. 
Those in well informed circles state that the merger will be an- 
nounced in a few weeks, if not days. The new trust will have a 
capital of at least one hundred million dollars and will take in 
the Laurentide Company, the Belgo Canadian Pulp and Paper 
Company, the Wayagamack Paper Company and the International 
Paper Company, the latter concern putting in only its Canadian 
holdings which are situated at Three Rivers. This rumor will 
explain the recent activities in these stocks.” 


Securing Options on Properties 

In preparation for proceeding with the construction of dams on 
the Tobique River and a pulp and paper manufacturing plant at 
Tobique Narrows, a few miles from the town of Andover in Vic- 
toria County, the Fraser Companies, Limited, which now operate 
several pu!p mills and about a dozen lumber plants in New Bruns- 
wick and Quebec, are said to be obtaining options upon properties 
which will be required in carrying out their immense new project. 

Hon. J. F. Tweedale, who has just returned from spending 
several days in Victoria County, said it was generally believed 
along the Tobique that the Fraser interests were about ready to 
start work under the charter they obtained from the Provincial 
Legislature last spring for a $10,000,000 development scheme. 


Some New Paper Firms 


The expansion of the pulp and paper industry in Canada is 
illustrated* by the reports from time to time of new pulp and 
paper companies being incorporated, new mills being erected, and 
the capacity of the present companies being augmented. 

Latest announcements are to the effect that a new mill is to be 
erected in Quebec, and also one in Ontario. An important pulp 
mill is about to be erected between St. Romuald and New Liver- 
pool, near Levis, Que., by a company with a capitalization of 
$5,000,000. At Nipigon, Ont., a new company, the Nipigon Fibre 
and Paper Mills, Limited, will locate a forty-ton-per-day pulp mill, 
one mile west of the village. 


Reorganization of Spanish River Co. Denied 


A further denial that the Spanish River has yet contemplated 
any scheme of reorganization was given today by an officer of 
the company who has attended all meetings of the board for 
several years past. “There has been,” he said, “no talk of any 
meeting of reorganization or any adjustment of securities.” 

Two additional blocks of Spanish River securities were listed on 
the market on Tuesday. They were $1,750,000 common, and 
$3,143,000 of preferred. Of the preferred $2,394,000 represents the 


42 per cent. accrued dividends, $210,000 the 7 per cent. vouchers, 
$289,000 the bond share in the adjustment, and $250,000 the adjust- 
ment of fractions. This brings the total preferred listings up to 
$8,842,100. 

The common listing is in provision for the terms of the note 
issue of last September of $3,500,000. This issue was made to 
assist in the redemption of existing securities, and provide new 
working capital, with the provision that the underwriting firm 
could exchange half the. amount, or $1,750,000, into common at 
parity at any time during the following three years. For this 
reason the listing has been made, for advantage may be taken of 
the offer at any time, although to date only a small amount has 
been so converted. It is pointed out that this provision applies to 
the underwriters only, and not to the individual holders of the 
6 per cent. notes. 

The annual report of the Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills, 
Ltd., is likely to be issued towards the end of the month. No 
word of dividends is obtainable in official quarters other than that 
the policy of the company has been and is in the placing of its 
securities on a dividend basis as soon as possible, and a statement 
to the effect that a dividend on a 15 or 16 per cent. basis, such as 
has been rumored in Montreal and elsewhere, is denied by officials 
here, but some definite news shortly in this connection may be 
expected. 


Northcliffe Buys Big Interest 


One of the mest important transactions which has occurred for 
some years past in this province in connection with the pulp- 
wood industry has just been completed, in virtue of which Lord 
Northcliffe, proprietor of the London Times and a number of 
other English newspapers, has acquired a three-quarter interest in 
the timber and pulpwood areas and allied industries on the north 
shore of the Lower St. Lawrence, hitherto controlled by the 
Messrs. Clarke, of Clarke City. 

The entry of Lord Northcliffe into the pulpwood industry of 
this province is of particular interest from the fact that the great 
newspaper magnate, some years ago, acquired enormous forest and 
pulpwood areas in Newfoundland, where he has been operating 
for some time past, not only in the production of pulpwood but 
also in the manufacture of paper upon a tremendous scale, pro- 
ducing not alone for the purposes of his own publications, which 
naturally consume enormous quantities, but also selling large 
amounts of the finished products in the United States. The fact 
that Lord Northcliffe has now decided, apart from his enormous 
holdings in Newfoundland, to enter the manufacturing business in 
this province, may of course be taken as indicating that Quebec 
offers advantages in the industry which are not to be found else- 
where, 

It may well be that the quality of our raw material, which is 
now much sought by manufacturers of wood pulp, is found superior 
to that of other countries, and there is no doubt that in the large 
extent of our “white coal” for power purposes, and in the condi- 
tions of the labor market, our province certainly possesses advan- 
tages not to be found elsewhere. 

The plant of the Gulf Pulp and Paper Company, at Clarke City, 
Seven Islands, turns out 150 tons of dry pulp per day and gives 
employment to nearly one thousand hands, 

As soon as the deal was put through, a new board of directors 
was elected, consisting of Frank W. Clarke, of Quebec; J. Alex. 
Cameron, of Montreal, and Kenneth K. MacKenzie, of New York. 
Frank W. Clarke was elected vice-president and general manager 


of the company and will continue in active charge of operations 
of the company as heretofore. 


Strathcona Paper Co. Expands 


The Strathcona Paper Company, manufacturers of building 
papers and light boards, Strathcona, Ont., report that they are

busy in the sheathing line and that they cannot keep up with their 
orders. The company has just installed another machine, which 
was started up this week. It is a one-cylinder machine, with a 
72-inch trim, and has 21 driers, 42 inches in diameter. The com- 
pany also has an order with the Dominion Engineering Company, 
of Montreal, for a four-cylinder board machine of 84-inch trim. 
The present Fourdrinier is being discarded and the company is 
adding the equipment of its board machine to its present machine, 
consisting of a four-cylinder over-head felt, three baby presses, 
three common presses, 36 driers, 84 x 48 inches, and other neces- 
sary equipment. It is not expected that the new plant will be in 
operation before next spring. The company has also added new 
motors in the beater-room and two new boilers have been in- 
stalled. 


Paper in New Brunswick 


“Any companies, whether British, Canadian or American, which 
have a proposition to develop pulp and paper enterprises in New 
Brunswick will receive every encouragement from the Provincial 
Government,” declared Premier Foster, of New Brunswick, in 
discussing the pulp situation there. “Our general policy towards 
pulp and paper enterprises is embodied in the statutes of the 
province, and provides for the granting of licenses to cut on the 
Crown lands for the purpose of manufacturing pulp and paper 
under what are very reasonable terms. These licenses extend for 
a period of thirty years and are subject to renewal for a further 
period of twenty years. They may be exchanged for a saw-mill 
license. 

“The Government is now going ahead with the work of de- 
veloping water powers in various parts of the province. One 
object of this departure is to encourage industrial development. 
Where a water power is developed as a public enterprise, it is 
the intention to offer power at as low rates as possible to any 
private company wishing to establish a pulp and paper plant in 
the neighborhood. Any company which comes to the Govern- 
ment with a reasonable proposition to develop a water power on 
its own account in connection with a pulp or paper enterprise 
will be given not only encouragement, but assistance in a financial 
way, due regard being had to the public interests. While we are 
going ahead with water-power development as a public enterprise, 
we are ready also to encourage private enterprises in connection 
with water-power development, especially if there is an industrial 
project associated therewith.” 

Premier Foster said nothing new had developed with respect 
to the controversy between the Government and the International 
Paper’'Company over the control of the Grand Falls water-power 
rights. Apparently the Government is not anxious to take meas- 
ures to rescind the International company’s rights unless it has a 
definite deevlopment project from another source. The Inter- 
national Paper Company has just acquired three coal mines in 
New Brunswick, and has other investments in the province of 
considerable importance, and is probably as ready to proceed with 
development at Grand Falls as any other company. 

The Provincial Government forwarded a lot of information 
about the New Brunswick forests to the Imperial Forestry Con- 
ference held in London, England, last month, and representatives 
of British paper companies have recently visited the province and 
looked over conditions. While nothing definite has developed, it 
is believed that British capital will shortly become interested in 
establishing pulp and paper enterprises in the province. Little 
pulp and paper development has taken place on the Crown lands 
as yet, though they embrace an area of nearly 12,000 square miles. 
Most of the pulpwood production of the province is cut on private 
lands, of which the area dedicated to timber embraces 7,250 square 





miles. In addition, there are nearly 8,000 square miles classed as 
settlement land, which contains a fair proportion of woodland on 
which the farmers are now cutting pulpwood for export to Maine. 
The Fraser Brothers big new pulp and paper enterprises will draw 
their main source of supply from private lands recently taken over 
from the New Brunswick Railway Company. 

The Government is having an intensive survey made of the 
forests and is now able to furnish reliable information as to the 
extent of pulpwood and other timber available over large areas. 

Big Company Formed 

The organization of another large pulp company in the St. 
Maurice district is indicated by the formation of the Manouan 
Pulp and Paper, Limited. 

The interests behind the new corporation include a number of 
prominent American and Canadian interests, who are already 
largely identified with the pulp industry. Prominent among them 
are Frank L. Moore, president and managing director of the 
Newton Falls Paper Company, Watertown, N. Y., who is also 
a former president of the American Pulp and Paper Association; 
Thomas Fynes, of the Continental Paper and Bag Mills, of New 
York, and an official and director of several pulp and paper com- 
panies in both Canada and the United States; George R. Smith, 
M. P. P., manager of the Bell Asbestos Mines. 

The company is now preparing its plans for the acquisition of 
very valuable limits in the St. Maurice district, as also of a large 
power plant, known as the Allard Falls, on the St. Maurice 
River. 

It is expected the organization of the new company will be 
completed within the next few days. 


Pulpwood Situation Improved 
[From OTR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watrrtown, N. Y., August 23, 1920—The pulpwood situation 
among the paper mills of this district is reported as materially 
improved, with the price now ranging from $30 to $32 a cord on 
Canadian wood and $28 a cord on Adirondack spruce. Local 
manufacturers are expressing amusement at a recent report that 
wood would go to $45 a cord here this winter, while it is their 
expressed opinion that it will be lower before it advances. 

“There is no difficulty in placing orders here and at the present 
time there is no open market for wood among the mills. They are 
all taken care of,” said a prominent mill owner today. “Our only 
trouble is the inability to obtain cars for shipment. While ample 
wood is on hand for present needs of the mills, the usual surplus 
supply is not in piles at the mills.” 

The wood is being cut this summer in large quantities with 
little or no difficulty in obtaining workmen. While many of the 
lumberjacks are inclined to leave jobs during the fly time, it is 
said that there are always: others ready to take their places at 
the prevailing wages.

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WISCONSIN PAPER INDUSTRY 
CONTINUES IN GOOD SHAPE 





Although There Have Been Some Signs of Slacking Up There 
Is No Indication That the Present Era of Unprecedented 
Prosperity Is at an End—Two New Paper Concerns 
Organize; One, the Lake View Paper Co. of Neenah, 
with Capital Stock Placed at $1,500,000—International 
Wire Works at Menasha Plans to Double Its Plant— 
Appleton Wire Works Also Plans Improvement. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

AppLteton, Wis., August 24, 1920.—Business continues good in 
the Wisconsin paper industry, although there has been some signs 
of slackening up, not enough, however, to indicate that the present 
era of unprecedented prosperity is nearing an end. Not a mill 
in the Fox river valley closed down this summer to make repairs, 
a most unusual condition. There were a few mills in the State 
which ceased operations partially for a few weeks while absolutely 
necessary changes were made, but the usual slack season was 
conspicuous by its absence. 

Installation of new machinery is continuing at a lively rate, but 
will soon cease because a majority of mills have made all the new 
installations which were contemplated. 

The labor situation continues troublesome, but not nearly as 
acute as a few weeks ago. Wages in the state are fairly uniform 
and there has been less shifting of men in the last few weeks than 
in many months previous. It is said that the slackening down of 


other industries in the Middle West has had the effect of pro- , 


viding more labor for papermills, but there is no surplus here. 

The state has been singularly free from papermill strike dis- 
turbances in the last several months. At Port Edwards and 
Nekoosa a strike is still in progress, but it is a strike in name 
only, inasmuch as the company’s plants are operating at capacity 
and it has no more than the usual difficulty in obtaining help. 
The company’s property is still picketed by strikers and occas- 
ionally there is an outburst of violence, but the situation is far 
from serious and is not attracting attention. 

There has been little change in the car situation, especially in 
the Fox river valley. None of the mills here have been seriously 
handicapped by car shortage and they are not feeling an undue 
strain now. During the spring one or two mills were obliged to 
temporarily close down departments because of shortage of mate- 
rials, but they were able to resume after a few days’ idleness. 
Millmen have been co-operating by exchanging material, in order 
to keep each other going, and as a result there has been no ral 
hardship. 

Practically all danger of a fuel famine in Wisconsin was re- 
moved when priority orders, favoring the northwest, were issued. 
Thousands of cars of coal have been delivered at lake ports and 
a slight improvement in the rail situation has made it possible to 
move much of the fuel to the mill yards. Nearly every mill now 
has a small surplus stock which is slowly increasing and millmen 
are optimistic that they will be sufficiently well supplied when 
winter sets in. 

Two New Paper Firms Organized 

Two new paper companies were organized in Wisconsin in the 
last week but definite information regarding their plans is not 
available. The most pretentious of these organizations is the Lake 
View Paper Company of Neenah, capitalized at $1,500,000. Ar- 
ticles of incorporation, sigried by L. A. Lecher, F. L. McNamara 
and M. M. Sullivan, state that the new concern will manufacture 
paper and pulp. None of the names of*the incorporators are fa- 
miliar to Wisconsin papermill men. It is understood that Mr. 





. paper shortage the entire load will go to paper-makers. 





Lecher is a Milwaukee attorney, but efforts to get in touch with 
him were fruitless. 

The Iron River Pulp and Paper Company of Iron River, Wis., 
has also capitalized with a capital stock of $75,000. Incorporators 
are Byron Ripley, T. F. Mackmiller and Roy H. Okerstrom., It 
is understood that a small pulpmill will be erected on an exten- 
sive water power development near Iron River. 


International Wire Works Improvements 

The capacity of the International Wire Works plant at Menasha, 
is to be doubled within the next two years, according to a group 
of Menasha men who acquired control of the plant last week. Two 
new looms are to be installed at once and four more will be pur- 
chased in the near future. The International Wire Works Com- 
pany was organized about six years ago by Appleton and Menasha 
men. : 

New officers of the company are Dr. G. E. Forkin, president; 
L. W. Whitmore, vice-president; Ben Plowright, secretary; F. 
E. Sensenbrenner, treasurer. Retiring officers are E. H. Schrage, 
William Lemke and August Knuppel. Paul Abendroth, Apple- 
ton, will continue as manager of the plant. 

Other Firms Making Improvements 

Work on the addition to the Appleton Wire Works plant is 
nearly completed and the structure will be ready for occupancy 
in a few days. Some machinery will be installed in the building 
and part of the space will be used for storage. 

The Appleton Coated Paper Company is also rushing work on 
the addition to its finishing department. Some new machinery 
is to be installed in the near future. Work was started several 
months ago. The new structure will represent an expenditure of 
about $50,000. 

New Factory of Milwaukee Box Co. 

The new factory of the Milwaukee Paper Box Company, one 
of the most modern of its kind in the world, will be ready for 
occupancy within the next two or three weeks, according to Walter 
C. Carlson, Milwaukee, president. The plant is attracting the at- 
tention of paper box makers because of the many innovations which 
are to be introduced. The material is to be transported to the 
top story of the factory and will go through the various processes 
of box making on its return trip to the shipping room in the lower 
floor. 

Special attention will be paid to improving working conditions 
for employees. Recreation rooms will be provided and matron 
will be constantly in attendance for girl workers. Group insurance 
is provided for all workers after they have been in the company’s 
employ for six months. 

Very little water is going over the dams in the Fox river now 
and papermills are depending largely upon steam. A fifty per cent 
cut in water consumption was made early in August and another 
cut of 25 per cent came two weeks later. 


Hoberg Case Again in Court 

The case of Maud Hoberg against the Hoberg Company and 
several of its stockholders, involving a block of stock in the Crivitz 
Pulp and Paper Company, which has been in the courts for sev- 
eral years, is again on trial in circuit court after being remanded 
back for a new trial by the state supreme court. It is contended 
that attorneys for both the plaintiff and the defendants erred in 
their interpretation of the law in the former trial. 


Last Cargo of Pulpwood 
The last “cargo” of pulpwood logged last winter in Northern 
Minnesota, representing about 9,000 cords, has been landed at 
Ashland and much of it has been transported to mills in the Wis- 
consin and Fox river valleys. Part of the consignment was to 
have been given to a wood box factory, but because of the print 
Ashland 


is the only harbor on Lake Superior where pulpwood may be 
landed. 
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NEWS PRINT EASIER SOON 
IS OPINION IN WASHINGTON 


If Prices Are Not Lower This Winter Officials Are of the 
Impression That It Will Be the Fault Largely of Pub- 
lishers Themselves—Publishers to Provide for Exigencies 
Caused by Possibilities of Poor Transportation Facilities 
This Winter Are Buying Large Stocks of Paper and in 
Pursuing This Course They Are Running Up the Price 
of Spot Supplies—Other Washington News.

Wasuinoton, D. C., August 25, 1920.—Some Government offi- 
cials who have watched the news print paper situation here are 
of the opinion that the market will be easier the coming winter, 
and if it is not, it will be largely the fault of the publishers them- 
selves. 

It is pointed out that the production of news print paper in the 
United States, together with that which is normally imported 
from Canada is larger than the present consumption of paper. 
On the other hand, points out this official, the figures of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission show that the newspaper publishers are 
laying in large stocks of paper, apparently fearing that the trans- 
portation situation will become acute again this winter. In doing 
this they are again running the market price up high. 

On the other hand, there seems to be a slackening up of indus- 
try in general, this will have a tendency to: reduce the excess 
profits, which in turn will no doubt reduce the volume of adver- 
tising, which will probably somewhat reduce the amount of news 


print paper needed. At any rate this is the line of reasoning 
followed by some. 


International Paper Co. Case to Be Heard 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has announced that a 
hearing will be held in New York City on September 9 before 
Examiner McQuillen of the Commission in case No. 11119 of the 
International Paper Company against the Director General. 

A hearing will also be held on September 13 at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, before Examiner Archer in case No. 10512 of the Charles 
Boldt Paper Company against the Director General. 


Employment in Paper Mills 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics, Department of Labor, has re- 
ceived reports from 57 paper mills showing the employment and 
wages paid in these establishments during the months of July, 
1919, and July, 1920. 

These mills in July of last year employed 29,414 persons, in- 
creasing in July of this year to 34,013, an increase of 15.6 per cent. 
The payrolls also increased from $650,522 to $982,265, an increase 
of 51 per cent. 

These 57 mills also reported their employment to the Bureau for 
June and July of this year. In June they employed 33,015, increas- 
ing in July to 34,013, an increase of 3 per cent. The payrolls in 
these establishments, on the other hand, decreased from $993,316 
to $982,265, a decrease of 1.1 per cent. 


Wages in Paper Mills 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics, Department of Labor, has the 
following to say in connection with the changes in wages during 
the period from April 15 to May 15, in connection with the paper 
industry : 

Paprer—One establishment gave an increase of 21.6 per cent to 
15 per cent of the employees. Six mills granted an increase of 20 
per cent, affecting the entire force in three mills, 93 per cent of 
the force in the fourth mill, the shop force in the fifth, while the 
sixth failed to state the percentage of employees affected. All the 
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mill employees in one establishment received an increase of 15 per 
cent, while another establishment granted a general increase rang- 


ing from 10 to 15 per cent. Seven firms reported an increase of 
10 per cent, affecting all the employees in the first five firms, 90 
per cent of the employees in the sixth firm and 80 per cent in the 
seventh. An increase of 7.1 per cent, affecting 13 per cent of the 
men, was reported by one concern. All the employees in one estab- 
lishment received an increase of about 5 per cent, while two estab- 
lishments reported a general increase but gave no further data. 


May Erect Paper and Pulp Mill in Alaska 

It is understood that the Forest Service is considering a propo- 
sition for the sale of 1,000,000,000 feet of pulpwood in Alaska 
for a period covering thirty years. If the sale should go through, 
it is proposed by negotiating with the service, to erect a pulp and 
paper mill in Alaska. The parties who are negotiating with the 
Government for this sale are said to be financially able to carry 
out their proposition. The Forest Service is also said to be con- 
sidering a smaller pulp wood sale in Montana. 


Want Forest Areas in Eastern States 

Officials of the National Forest Reservation Commission which 
was organized under the Weeks’ Law in 1911 are looking for new 
purchase areas in New York, Pennsylvania and other eastern 
states. While the commission only has about $200,000 left for the 
purchase of land, a strenuous effort will be made when Congress 
convenes in December to get a large appropriation to be expended 
under the Weeks’ Law. 

During the past session of Congress, the commission asked for 
$10,000,000 to be available in instalments of $2,000,000 per annum. 
The bill was referred to a House committee, but no hearings were 
held nor any action taken. The last appropriation which Congress 
made for the purchase of ‘lands under the Weeks’ Law was for 
$600,000 which became available on July 1, 1919. 

According to the last report of the Reservation Commission, the 
termination of work for the fiscal year 1919 in a large measure com- 
pleted the expenditure of the original appropriation of $11,000,000, 
which was made for the purchase of land under the act of March 
1, 1911. 

Since no additional appropriation was requested for the fiscal 
year 1919, and only the balance of previous appropriations was 
available for expenditure, the commission, even after the signing 
of the armistice, followed the same conservative policy as during 
the war in authorizing the purchase only of such lands as blocked 
in and tended to solidify the Government’s holdings. Even with 
this restricted policy, considerable more land which filled the con- 
ditions required for purchase was offered than could be acquired 
with the moneys which were available. 


News Print Shortage in New Zealand. 
The American Consul General at Auckland, New Zealand, has 
just sent a report to the Department of Commerce on the short- 
age of news print paper there. He says: 


“There is such a shortage of news print paper in this Dominion 
that some publications have been obliged to discontinue for a 
time, and others have been compelled to reduce the size of each 
edition, and the outlook is not at all promising. The price of 
most all, if not all, of the newspapers in this Dominion has been 
increased, and the advertising rates have advanced materially. 
It is claimed this is necessary in order to make it possible to 
continue publishing. 

“There should be a splendid field here for American news print 
paper if the manufacturers are in position to fill orders promptly. 
There is also a shortage in paper stocks in general, and prices 
are very high, and there should be a good opening in these lines, 


even in the case of stationery; in fact, printers’ supplies in gen- 
eral are very low.” 
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MATTERS OF PAPER INTEREST 
THROUGHOUT MIAMI VALLEY 


Nixon & Costello Co., Manufacturers of Bottle Wrappers, May 
Remove From Dayton—Mills in the Miami Valley Are 
Greatly Concerned Regarding Their Future Supplies of 
Coal—Lack of Pulp and Other Raw Material Also Com- 
bines to Make Paper Manufacturers Uneasy—Gov. James 
Cox, Addressing the Indiana Editorial Association, Urges 
More Interest in Reforestation. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 23.—This city may lose an important in- 
dustry in the Nixon & Costello Company, manufacturers of corru- 
gated and bottle wrapping papers, its large five-story building in the 
central section of Dayton having been offered for sale. 

It is understood that the company will either secure smaller 
quarters for the manufacture of its product, which has been in 
steady demand for many years, or the manufacture of same will 
be taken up by a concern located in Indiana. 

Much of the paper used in the manufacture of the bottle wrap- 
pers is secured in the Hoosier state. The Nixon & Costello plant 
is one of the oldest in the city and has been established in the 
present building on Sears street for many years. It is splendidly 
equipped for manufacturing purposes and would be adapted for 
almost any use of that kind. With a basement and five floors there 
are 35,000 square feet of floor space. 

The building is in the hands of Joseph Kramer, specialist in 
factory buildings, who also has other properties, including that 
occupied by the Dayton Reliance Tool and Manufacturing Com- 
pany on East Monument avenue. 

The Nixon & Costello building is well located, with railroad 
facilities so good, that it is worth more for certain kinds of manu- 
facture than that to which it is devoted. Smaller and less ex- 
pensive factory space could be utilized in the production of paper 
bottle wrappers. : 

Mr. Costello was the original owner of the Peerless paper mill 
in North Dayton and prior to’ securing his supplies from that 
source, operated the old Levis paper mill on Monument avenue. 
He recently sold a paper mill located in the East. 

Coal Situation Critical 

A critical situation exists throughout the Miami Valley with 
reference to short coal supplies. Some small concerns are on the 
“ragged edge” and the officials do not know where the future 
supplies are to come from. 

In Middletown and Hamilton, there is quite a scramble for the 
fuel which is so badly needed to keep the machines running on 
various grades of paper produced in that section of the valley. 

Now that there is a keen shortage of natural gas, as well as 
coal, the situation is actually serious. All mills and factories which 
have been using gas, will be cut off automatically by the gas 
companies in this valley as the available’ supply, which comes from 
the West Virginia fields, is for domestic consumers only, from 
this date on, according to announcements. 

The manufacturing concerns in Middletown, Hamilton and Day- 
ton are laying in as iarge supplies as they possibly can secure. 
Foreseeing a keener shortage this winter, the paper mill men 
are piling up huge supplies at their plants, particularly in Middle- 
town. Four thousand tons of run-of-mine is not an unusual emer- 
gency supply, according to reports. Retail coal men of Middle- 
town say that it is their understanding that the manufacturing 
concerns of that place are paying the very top price, while for 


run-of-mine the rate is $2 above the prevailing price for lump 
coal. 
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The price for spot coal in the market today is $12 to $13 per 
ton, many of the small mining firms taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to sell to the busy manufacturer at fancy prices, taking sub- 
stantial profits “while the taking is good.” It is said that they 
even are not at the expense of screening and grading, in many 
instances, so heavy is the demand. 

Everyone in the trade is aware of the shortage of cars which 
naturally accentuates the seriousness of the coal situation. The 
establishment of priorities and the allotment of cars for the North- 
west and New England cut deeply into the arrivals of gondolas in 
this part of the country. All coal cars, practically, were diverted 
to the sections mentioned some time ago and it is certain that 
there will be much suffering here, while manufacturing plants face 
the possibility of suspension, if coal is not received soon, 

Both Pulp and Coal Short 

Between the slack coal supply and the lack of cars for the 
transportation of pulp and raw materials entering into the manu- 
facture of paper, as well-as cars for shipment of the product after 
it is finished, the paper manufacturers of Dayton and the Miami 
Valley have had many worries, with no prospect of an immediate 
cessation from worry. There is really no shortage either of wood 
pulp or coal at the source of production, but the absence of ship- 
ping facilities, creates a shortage of both coal and pulp. 

All of the paper mills are rushed to the limit and most of the 
number are being operated night and day, with the demand greater 
than the supply. 

Inability to purchase machinery or have it delivered on time has 
resulted in checking enlargements, extensions and new enterprises, 
it is stated by those who are familiar with conditions. The average 
output of mills is from 12,000 to 15,000 pounds of parch- 
ment and waxed paper per day to 80,000 pounds of fine writing 
paper and approximately 70,000 pounds of rough stock. Most 
plants are sold for six months ahead and some mills are working 
on orders six months to one year old—back orders. 

General News of the Trade 

The Leshner Paper Stock Company of Hamilton, has requested 
of the City Council permission to lay a switch track into its yards 
so that it may be connected with the track of the Miami Con- 
servancy District. The Council refused a request to lay a switch 
by crossing Central avenue. The company proposed to build the 
switch on its own property and not to ‘cross Central avenue. The 
City Solicitor informed the city officials that the Leshner com- 
pany would not tear down part of the southwest corner of its 
building to make the change. 

The American Writing Paper Company will entertain the Day- 
ton dealers, printers and lithographers and all dealers throughout 
the Miami Valley at the two plants owned by the company at 
Excello and Franklin on August 25. 

Word from the Thousand Islands is to the effect that the Day- 
ton Polo team defeated the Thousand Islands Club at Alexandria 
Bay by ten goals to four in the finals of the cup tournament. 
George H. Mead and the Talbot brothers are representatives of 
the paper trade on the victorious team. The local team is known 
as the Miami Valley Polo and Hunt Club. A number of games 
with crack Eastern polo clubs are scheduled for early fall. 

Tad Jones, son of General Manager Jones of the Franklin and 
Excello branches of the American Writing Paper Company, and 
a former Yale football star, visited the Miami Valley the past week 
on his way to New Haven, Conn., where he will serve as head 
coach of the Yale team this season. Mr. Jones is identified with 
the Ames Shipbuilding Corporation of Seattle, Wash. 

Edward T. Gardner, of the Gardner Paper Company of Middle- 
town, motored home this week from New York, accompanied by 
Mrs. Gardner, formerly Miss Earshaw of this city.

NIAGARA Fatts, N. Y., August 23, 1920.—Harry Wilson, ten- 
year-old son of William Wilson, a watchman at the pulp mill of 
the United Paper Board Company in Lockport, may get an award 
from the Carnegie Hero fund commission at Pittsburgh for 
saving the life of two girls and a boy from drowning in 18-Mile 
creek near Lockport last week. Several prominent merchants and 
bankers have interested themselves in the interest of the boy 
hero and a complete report of the rescue will be forwarded to the 
commission. The children saved from drowning are Molly Ber- 
man, 10 years old, 5 Van Buren street; Julia Kobuski, 12, Jack- 
son street, and Michael Karlack, eight, 295 Market street, all of 
Lockport. The girls went beyond their depth and the boy fell 
into the stream. All three were rescued by young Wilson in 
five minutes. The hero lives with his parents at 23 Scovell 
street, Lockport, and’ is one of the brightest in his classes. 


Finns Making Paper Again 

The American Red Cross announced this. week that its workers 
reported rapid rejuvenation of the paper industry in Finland. 
Giving figures upon the industry, the bulletin said: 

“Although export trade was impossible for eight months dur- 
ing 1919, owing to shipping restriction effective in Europe, 46,000 
metric tons of paper were exported from Finland. Virtually 
all of this was supplied to fifty of the largest periodicals in Eng- 
land, a new market exploited by the Finns after the breaking up 
of the Russian market. 

“The total export of paper mill products in 1919, the greater 
part of which came during the last four months of the year, was 
200,451 metric tons, which included wood pulp, cellulose and card- 
board in addition to white paper.” 
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PRICE ADVANCES CONTINUE 
IN PHILADELPHIA MARKET 


Kraft and Manilas Are Slightly Higher—Demand Continues 
Very Large and Active But Dealers Are Unable to Supply 
It—Great Interest Manifested in Survey of the Wrapping 
Paper Market in Philadelphia by the D. L. Ward Co.— 
Reyburn Mfg. Co. to Build Large Plant for the Manu- 
facture of Tags—Sylvester S. Garrett, Whose Warehouse 
Recently Burned, to Rebuild. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, August 24, 1920.—During another of the ordinary 
dull, but this year almost unbrokenly active August weeks, the 
paper trade experienced increased prices, while decline in cost of 
many other commodities steadily is proceeding. On August 16, 
No. 1 Krafts went up from % cent to 2 cents reaching as high 
as 17 cents; No. 1 manilas went up equally to 14 cents, white wrap 
advanced 2 cents to 22 cents, No. 2 white news, side runs, increased 
to 11 cents in rolls and 11% cents in sheets, screenings advanced 
1 cent to 10 cents, silks 1 cent to 12 cents and O’Dells fibres 2 
cents to 14 cents—and the end is not in sight. For, with the 
coming of September 1, there is anticipated a general increase all 
along the line of the higher grades of papers. And when to these 
advances at the place of distribution there will be added addi- 
tional freight costs—well, the reason why consumers are louder 
than ever in their complaints can be understood. 


Stocks Greatly Decreased 

If there were in the stockrooms of the dealers anything like a 
normal amount of stock increasing values would have a compen- 
sation in profits, for the annoyances the trade experiences in its 
dealings with the consumers. But advancing prices these days 
mean very little to the seller save greater employment of capital 
and that, with hard money, means, of course, greater expense. As 
one of the leaders of the distributors said this week: “All the 
joy has gone out of selling.” 

Selling continues in large volume despite the complaints. Dur- 
ing the week there was noted a considerable improvement in the 
business of the printing trade, the largest consumer of papers, 
and though there was received from the mills much larger ship- 
ments than for many weeks past, that increase curiously enough, 
seemed simply to aggravate the shortage. Apparently, receipts of 
supplies encouraged the taking up of orders hitherto passed by 
because no stock was available, and thus involving other incidental 
requirements; in other words, the appetite merely was whetted by 
the increased supplies which became available when the railroads 
gave better service. 


Complaint About Advances 


The distributors say that the complaint by their customers is 
not so much over high prices as it is over the repeated and almost 
weekly advances. If all increases could be made at one time and 
say, at monthly intervals, it is not believed that objection would be 
so great. But when the buyer is asked to pay more every second 
or third time he comes to the paper warehouse, it gets on his 
nerves and particularly just now when food, textile, silks, shoe 
and other prices are falling. And yet there is no one in the 
business who sees an end in sight until either consumption falls 
off or production increases. At this time consumption continues 
to grow faster than production. 


Wrapping Paper Market Survey 


It took the survey of the wrapping paper market, made by the 
D. L. Ward Company, and published in full in THe Paper TrapE 


JOURNAL to vividly present to the trade the tremendous extent of 
the local market for that grade. On all sides expressions of surprise 
were heard that the city’s annual consumption of wrapping should 
run up to over $8,378,000 in value and to aggregate some 2,686 
tons of tissue and over 24,150 tons of news manilas, silks, Krafts 
and screenings. Study of the figures and analyses of the results, 
showed that they had been so thoroughly and carefully prepared 
that they were convincing. Hope is expressed that some day it 
will be possible to make a similar survey of the market for book 
and other printing papers. The Ward Company has no present 
intention of undertaking this study. It is engaged now in com- 
piling the returns from the survey made of the wrapping paper 
market in the Philadelphia metropolitan area beyond the city limits 
proper, but does not expect to have the totals compiled for some 
weeks. The firm also has figures on the twine market but these 
have not yet been announced. 


Reyburn Mfg. Co. to Rebuild 


The Reyburn Manufacturing Company, one of, if not the largest 
producers of tags in the world, is planning the erection of a mam- 
moth new building which will eventually double its capacity. At 
this time the Reyburn Company is consuming daily over a ton of 
tag stock. The new building will be constructed from foundation 
to roof with the one object in view of economies in capacity pro- 
duction of tags and is believed to be the only building of its kind 
planned exclusively for tag manufacture. Erection of the new 
building is to begin immediately. 


S. S. Garrett to Rebuild 


Sylvester S. Garrett, whose own paper warehouse was damaged 
seriously, and whose adjacent properties used for storage and manu- 
facturing purposes were destroyed recently by fire, has decided to 
rebuild at once. The new warehouse at the South America street 
end of his properties is to be seven stories in height and of slow 
burning construction. 


General News of the Trade 


A preliminary notice of the New York-Philadelphia paper trade 
golf tournament will be sent out this week. The match is to be 
held September 22 and 23 on the grounds of the Merion Golf Club. 
The committee in charge consists of A. B. Sherrill, of Riegel 
& Company; Edward Weihenmayer, of the Jessup & Moore Com- 
pany; President Albert E. Whiting, of the Whiting-Patterson Com- 
pany, and I. N. Megargee, of Curtis & Bro. Mr. Sherrill, together 
with E. J. Irwin, J. G. Seckel and James McCrackin are in attend- 
ance this week at the Hammermill Company’s sales convention at 
Erie, Pa. 

An inspection is being made by President Norbert A. Considine, 
Charles H. Pabst and Thomas A. Convery of the Paper House of 
Pennsylvania, of the Holyoke mill of the Strathmore Paper Com- 
pany. The party traveled to New England in President Considine’s 
auto.

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FEWER ORDERS FOR PAPER 
IN THE TORONTO MARKET 


Supplies However Are Still Far Behind Demand—Prices on 
All Varieties of Paper Continue Decidedly Firm and Ad- 


vances Are Shown on Some—Town in Which the Spruce 
Falls Company Is to Erect Its Plant Is to Be Made a 
Model One by the Ontario Government— Western Canada 
Pulp & Paper Co., Ltd., Will Improve and Enlarge Its 
Plant—Mr. Backus Secures Power Plant. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, August 23, 1920—The number of orders in 
the paper line has fallen off considerably during the past few days 
but supplies are still away behind. Prices in all ranges hold firm 
and during the past few days there was an advance of half cent on 
kraft, which, in car lots to jobbers, now sells at 12% cents; in ton 
lots 14% and in less than ton lots, 15 cents. The mills are weeks 
behind in orders and the demand from big consumers keeps up. 
Wrapping papers are very difficult to obtain owing to the high cost 
of production and the stiff figures holding sway for spot lot deliver- 
ies of pulp. Nothing like the tonnage required is coming through. 
The book paper situation remains unchanged. Mills report that 
labor conditions are much improved but this has so far not helped 
out the jobbers to any appreciable extent as deliveries are slow 
and most mills are quoting whatever rates hold at the time of ship- 
ment. Toilet and tissue plants are still very far in arrears in meet- 
ing the requirements of the trade and orders on certain lines are 
refused altogether. 

There is great difficulty in obtaining pulp and the market is being 
scoured for supplies. If the situation does not improve some mills 
are thinking of putting in their own grinders. Bleached sulphite is 
selling all the way from 10 to 14 cents a pound and easy bleaching 
from 9 to 10 cents for immediate delivery. There is no change 
in the news print situation as supplies are still scarce and the price 
for the future will be governed very materially by pulp conditions. 

The situation with respect to pulpwood production is uncertain 
and reports received from the east are to the effect that there is 
danger of an overproduction, or rather a cut that the railway will 
not be able to handle, owing to the scarcity of cars. Many firms, 
which were directing their attention to lumbering, are going for 
more extensive cutting of pulp wood as the lumber market is rather 
quiet at present and the future somewhat uncertain. For pulpwood 
big prices are being paid, but certain firms look for a break in the 
near future. E. R. Heyland, of Toronto, who is an extensive pur- 
chaser of pulp wood, has just returned from a business trip through 
Quebec, and New Brunswick where he was looking into the mar- 
ket situation and the production prospect for 1921. In Quebec 
for delivery next year, the mills are paying from $18 to $20 per 
cord for peeled spruce and balsam and for unpeeled rough wood; 
$11 to $12. In Ontario, the figure for unpeeled wood is from $11 
to $14. Peeled spruce in Ontario is bringing from $17 to $18. 
Poplar is being offered and cut in much larger quantities than the 
market calls for and the prevailing quotations is from $12 to $13. 

Model Paper Town for the North 

The town of Kapuskasing, where the Spruce Falls Company will 
erect large pulp and paper mills, will be made a modern one in 
every respect by the Ontario government. Premier Drury, in mak- 
ing the agreement with the Spruce Falls Company, declined to turn 
over control of the townsite to the company. That has been re- 
tained and the first step to be taken will be to have the Govern- 
ment engineers lay out a new town site on modern lines. The 
Premier has also assured the residents of an ample supply of elec- 
tric energy by pledging the Spruce Falls Company to reserve 10 
per cent of its power production for the municipality. Likewise 


fifteen per cent of the news print output of the company will under 
the agreement be reserved for sale in Canada. 


Mr. Zavitz Gets Promotion 

The Woods and Forest Branch and the Forestry Branch of On- 
tario have been amalgamated. The latter branch has for some 
years taken care of the fire ranging and matters pertaining to re- 
forestation. The new organization has been placed under E. J. 
Zavitz, provincial forester, who has had much experience in these 
matters. Mr. Zavitz is looking into the question regarding the 
measurement of logs with a view to introducing some improved 
methods, which will be expedient and in the public interest. It 
is likely that the commission which is investigating the adminis- 
tration of the timber and pulpwood lands of the province will 
shortly make a report which will provide for the more economic 
handling and more rigid oversight of the resources of the province. 


Mr. Backus Secures Power Plant 

E. W. Backus, who proposes erecting a large pulp and paper 
mill at Kenora, Ont., on condition that he can secure the English 
river pulp limits of 2,500 square miles from the Ontario govern- 
ment, will take over and operate the municipal power plant at 
Kenora. A by-law, which was recently voted upon the ratepayers 
of that town, carried by a very large majority. In addition to the 
sale of the power plant, the by-law fixes the present assessment of 
the Backus interests at $300,000 for ten years and also grants ex- 
emption from all but school taxes for a like period, on all additional 
lands up to 125 acres that the company may acquire for the pur- 
pose of its immense pulp and paper plant. The company agrees to 
sell power to the town for its utility service at $20 per horse power 
per year, it now costing the town $27. Several newspapers of. the 
province are opposing the proposal to hand over to Mr. Backus and 
bis company the English river concession, on the ground that the 
syndicate has broken its pledges made more than six years ago, 
when timber limits in the Lake of the Woods district consisting 
of 1,360 square miles were transferred to it on condition that a 
pulp mill costing half a million dollars should be erected. The 
pulp mill has never been built. 


Enlarging Output of Kraft Pulp 


The Western Canada Pulp and Paper Company, Limited, Van- 
couver, intends enlarging its mill to a capacity of forty tons a 
day of kraft pulp and seven per cent, first mortgage, serial gold 
bonds will ‘shortly be offered to the public by a Toronto bond 
house. It is pointed out that the lack of material and water power 
has forced Australia, Japan, New Zealand and South America to 
look to Canada for their future supply of pulp and paper. Last 
year Australia imported from Canada pulp to the extent of 
$121,411; Japan, $2,775,486; New Zealand, $25,989 and South 
America, $158,106. This tremendous demand has favored the rapid’ 
development of the British Columbia pulp plants where there are 
vast timber resources and ample water power. 


Stock Now Listed on Exchange 

The stock of the Provincial Paper Mills, Toronto, is now listed 
on the stock exchanges, 65,000 shares being offered of common of 
the par value of $100 each and 17,000 shares of seven per cent, 
cumulative preferred stock of the par value of $100 each. This 
stock represents the new stock of the reorganized company, which, 
several months ago, voted a change in the company’s capital where- 
by common shareholders would receive one and a half shares of 
new stock for each one of the old held and the preferred share- 
holders would receive share for share. The common stock out- 
standing is 24,813 shares, and an increase of fifty per cent means 
37,219. It was stated at the time of the reorganization that 1,500: 
shares, would be held by the trustees, which might mean that 
the authorized capital of 26,000 shares would be increased by fifty 
per cent. This would mean 39,000 shares. If 65,000 shares of new-

General Jottings and Personals 

E. Pullan, Limited, Toronto, has been granted a provincial char- 
ter with a capital stock of $500,000 to take over the business of 
E. Pullan, rag and paper stock dealer. Mr. Pullan has been in 
business for many years and operates a branch in Hamilton, as 
well as carrying on extensive operations on Maud street, Toronto. 

Among the callers on the trade in Toronto during the past week 
were J. E. M. McAllister of McAllister & Co., wholesale paper 
dealers, Toronto, and Thompson W. Leys of Auckland, New Zea- 
land, who is one of the Imperial Press delegates. The latter was 
interviewing the mills and wholesalers in regard to the possibility 
of Canadian paper shipments to New Zealand. 

The name of the Lazier Paper Mills, Limited, which are located 
at Belleville, Ont., has been changed to the Belleville Paper Mills, 
Limited. 

The Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills will show an increased 
output during the last fiscal year, ended June 30, of 47,000 tons 
of news print, ground wood and sulphite pulp, board and wrapping 
paper. The news print gain was over 21,000 tons for the year. 
The annual report soon to be issued will show a production of 
160,000 tons of news print, 135,000 tons of ground wood, 57,000 
tons of sulphite and 10,000 tons of board and wrapping. 

Four hundred men are now employed in the construction of the 
new pulp plant at Fort William, which is being erected in that 
city by the Fort William Pulp and Paper Company. 

The inquiry into the administration of the Crown timber limits 
of Ontario has been resumed by the commission appointed by the 
provincial government and this week the Spanish Lumber Com- 
pany’s representatives will be heard. Hon. G. Howard Ferguson, 
former Minister of Lands and Forests for Ontario, will also take 
the stand and reply to the charges which have been made against 
the conduct of the department during his administration. 

The Abitibi Power and Paper Company of Iroquois Falls, 
Ont., has been breaking some records of late. In the wood room 
the number of cords used was 1,649 during the week ending July 
25, which is the largest amount handled daily for a week since 
the mill began to operate. In the sulphite department the number 
of cooks has increased to ten daily. The average in 1919 was six. 
In the sulphite department rotary screens are being put in to replace 
flat screens and an extra knotter is being installed. The production 
when the changes are completed will be increased from 130 tons 
daily to 170 tons per day. 

William H. Bromley of Pembroke and others have formed a 
company and purchased a timber limit in the township of Cham- 
pagne near Capreol, on the line of the Canadian National Railways. 
It is the intention of the company to take out a large quantity 
of pulpwood. 

The Strathcona Paper Company of Strathcona, Ont., manufac- 
turer of building papers and light board, recently started up a 
new machine which trims 72 inches and has 21 dryers, 42 inches 
in diameter. The company has also placed an order with the Do- 
minion Engineering Company of Montreal, for a four-cylinder 
board machine, 84 inches wide. The Strathcona Paper Company is 
discarding its present Fourdrinier and adding the equipment of its 
present machine to the board machine, which will give them a 
complete board machine with four cylinders overhead felt, three 
baby presses, three common presses, thirty-six dryers, 84 x 48 inches 
and other necessary equipment. It is expected that the new in- 
stallation will be started by November. New motors have been 
added in the beater room as well as two boilers to the plant. 

Charles F. Mansell, the veteran sales representative of the To 


ronto Paper Manufacturing Company, Toronto, has been re-elected 
Grand Treasurer of the Sovereign Great Priory, Knights Templar 
of Canada, which met recently in Calgary. Mr. Mansell has filled 
the post many years with much acceptance to all the members. 

Owing to the high cost of news print, there are now eleven cities 
in Ontario where only one daily newspaper is published, the others 
having either gone out of business or been merged. Ih some of 
these cities there were, before the war, at least two, and in others 
three dailies, but that was when news print could be obtained at 
less than two cents a pound and the average wages of printers 
was around fifteen to eighteen dollars a week. 

The first sod of the new pulp mill, which will be erected at Fort 
William by the Fort William Pulp and Paper Company, of which 
John G. Sutherland, Dayton, Ohio, is the president, was recently 
turned by Lord Burnham, president of the Imperial Press Con- 
ference. It is expected that the mill will be turning out pulp early 
next spring. Two paper-making machines will be operating a year 
later and extensions will be made from time to time to the in- 
dustry, until, it is declared, it will become the largest in Can- 
ada. The site in Fort William is an ideal one. 


A New Felt Beating Machine 


Franz Friedsam of Neudeck, Czecho-Slovakia, has obtained a 
patent on a felt beating machine. The beater has a swinging 
molding which, by beating, cleans the paper making felts. The 


cut gives the front view of a cardboard machine, in conjunction 
with the beater. 

The wet felt runs on its return trip from the press cylinders 
b and ¢ over the conducting rollers d, e, f to the felt press g and h. 
Between f and g and h the felt a is beaten on the back side. In 
the case of the machine shown the beater has four wooden mold- 
ings, marked il, i2 and i3, which are fastened to two levers each, 
held by screws marked /. These levers, marked k, are swinging 
in pairs around pins, marked m, and have each another arm 
marked m, The latter are manipulated by the wheel p in a manner 
that the moldings i to i3 will be lifted in turn and will then 
drop down upon the moving felt. Some of the moldings, or all 
of them, may be turned back, as indicated by arrows A and B, 
which will eliminate them. This may be done without disturbing 
the axle o or without interfering with the other moldings that 
are to continue, beating. Axle o may be regulated as to the ve- 
locity of beating movements. Nozzle « sprays water on felt a, 
moistening it or soaking it, and dissolving particles of stock and 
dirt. 
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Remedy for Wrinkling Paper 

Question No, 2,541.—On low finished paper where the paper 
goes directly from the dryers to the reel, we are troubled with the 
paper wrinkling and pulling slack as it goes around the: last 
dryer. Could you suggest a cause or remedy for this? 

Answer No, 2,541—The trouble you speak of is caused by your 
last dryer being too small. This may be due to insufficient heating 
of the dryer, whereby it does not expand in proportion with the 
other dryers. This may be caused by improper evacuation of the 
condensed steam or by having an insufficient amount of steam enter- 
ing the dryer. If you have always had this trouble, it may be 
due to the dryer being naturally too small and should be taken 
out or replaced by another of slightly larger diameter. 





Causes of Cockles in Paper 

Question No. 2,542—In your Questions and Answers depart- 
ment will you please state what are the chief causes of cockles in 
paper, and how they may be eliminated? 

Answer No. 2,542.—Cockles are due almost without exception 
tc slow, wet stock and forced drying of the paper. Other factors 
which aggravate cockling are: slack dryer felts, tight draws at 
the wet end, insufficient pressure on the wet presses for removing 
water from the sheet, and having the first two or three dryers of 
both sections too hot. Therefore, to overcome cockling you must 
work to get your stuff freer, if you can do so without impairing 
the strength or other qualities of your paper. Run your wet-end 
draws as slack as possible; weight your wet presses to remove 
every drop of water possible by this means from the paper; dry 
the paper gradually; do not have the first two or three dryers very 
hot, and do most of the drying on the last half of the dryer sec- 
iion. Have a fairly good tension on your dryer felts, but not 
enough to break the seam. If you cannot free your stock up 
to a point where the water may be readily removed from the 
paper, then it is simply a question of slowing down to where the 
paper can be dried without undue forcing. 





How to Obtain Well Formed Sheet 

Question No, 2,543.—Will you kindly inform us through your 
journal how to avoid a wild or cloudy sheet—the stock is mixed 
papers; also, how to avoid the pulp adhering to and accumulating 
on the deckle of cylinder mould? 

Answer No. 2,543.—The close formation of a sheet depends 
largely upon the length of fibre, kind of fibre, slow and free stock, 
loading, dilution of the stock, shake, adjustment of slices, and 
length of wire. Any of the above-mentioned factors have a direct 
bearing upon the formation of the web; so, to avoid a wild and 
cloudy appearance, each of them must be taken into consideration. 
Your fibres may be too long, or the stuff may be too slow, pre- 
venting the proper separation of the fibres by dilution, or the 
stuff may be too free, causing the water to leave the fibres prema- 
turely, and before they had become properly felted. The slices 
may be too low, causing the stock to come onto the wire with a 
rush, thereby causing a cloudy appearance, or they may be too 
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high, which would cause a drag on the stock as it flowed onto 
the wire. On a cylinder machine it is mostly a case of length 
and condition of the fibre, and the proper dilution of the stock. 
Using a dandy roll on the mould helps out some. Getting the 
fibres separated as finely as possible by the use of water is proba- 
bly the most important factor. 

If you will use special deckle webbing, which is made for that 
purpose, you will get uniform splices and overcome stock picking 
up. 

Canada’s Paper Exports Increase 

Pulp and paper exports from Canada for April, the first 
month of Canada’s fiscal year, according to a bulletin of the 
Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, reached a total value 
of $8,172,356, as compared with $4,968,939 for April, 1919, an 
increase of $3,203,417. They were made up as follows:

The greatest gain was in unbleached sulphite, of which 397,- 
359 cwts., valued at $1,587,236 were exported in April this year 
as compared with 87,786 cwts., valued at $352,485, last year. 
Of bleached sulphite, 131,161 cwts. valued at $728,669 were ex- 
ported this year, as compared with 80,259 cwts. valued at 
$363,732 last. Exports of sulphate (kraft) pulp for the month 
amounted to 163,533 cwts., valued at $620,728 this year, com- 
pared with 131,375, valued at $404,773 last. Exports of me- 
chanically ground pulp for the month were 198,664 cwts. valued 
at $506,369, this year, and 161,449, valued at $217,711 last. 

News print formed the principal item of the paper exports 
for the month. There was, however, a falling off in quantity 
although an increase in value, there being 899,342 cwts., valued 
at $3,827,541, exported this year, compared with 920,592 cwts., 
valued at $3,160,318 last.

Startling Facts on Timber Supplies 


New and somewhat startling facts relative to the timber supplies 
of the United States and the rate at which they are being ex- 
hausted are now available from a report of the Forest Service 
of the United States Department of Agriculture. 

In this report the Forest Service declares that we are losing 
from the present stand of timber more than four times what 
growth replaces—and still worse, that our saw timber, the big- 
gest and most valuable timber that we have, and the kind that 
we need most and that takes longest to replace, is being cut and 
destroyed five and one-half times as fast as it is produced. 

Yet even this does not tell the whole story. Of saw timber 
consumed, through cutting or loss by fire and similar destructive 
agencies, between two-thirds and three-fourths comes from our 
virgin stands in which no regrowth is possible except as the 
present stand is removed to make place for a new. At the same 
time we are losing our second-growth saw timber more than one 
and one-half times as fast as it is being grown, while the mate- 
rial still too small for saw timber is going three and one-half 
times as fast as it is produced. ; 

Largely in consequence of these facts lumber has suddenly 
become enormously expensive in comparison with past stand- 
ards, its price has skyrocketed in the last year out of all propor- 


tion to that of commodities in general, and both its cost and the 
difficulty in securing supplies at any price have affected very seri- 
ously building and many other important industries. The short- 
age of paper is still more familiar. But the extent to which 
this has been due to the using up of our timber supplies has been 
a matter on which opinions have varied widely, and on which 
one man’s opinion seemed hitherto to be about as good as 
another’s, 

Regardless of every other conceivable condition, declares the 
report, a very substantial rise in lumber prices would have been 
inevitable from general causes. In addition there were a number 
of special causes operative in the lumber industry to raise prices 
besides forest depletion—wartine disorganization, short stocks, 
sudden abnormal demands, and interference with production by 
bad weather conditions, for example.

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Foreign Paper Trade Figures 

The monthly summary of foreign commerce of the United States 
for June, just published by the Department of Commerce at Wash- 
ington, discloses some interesting facts regarding the foreign trade 
of the United Statés.in paper. The figures for the month show 
that exports declined somewhat both as compared with the pre- 
ceding month of May and with June a year ago. The exports of 
paper and manufactures of paper for june amounted to $7,675,955 
as compared with $8,034,657 for May and $7,898,671 for June a 
year ago. The exports of paper and manufactures of paper for 
the twelve months ending with June amounted to $73,717,425 as 
compared with $84,080,312 for the same period in 1919 and $50,- 
031,686 in 1918. 

The exports of news print for June amounted to $656,884. This 
was slightly greater than for May, when the figures amounted to 
$629,719, but showed a considerable decline from June a year ago, 
when the figures amounted to $850,859. The exports of news print 
for the twelve months ending with June amounted to $6,407,008 as 
compared with $10,677,793 for the same period in 1919 and $9,246,- 
641 in 1918. 

The exports of wrapping paper amounted to $700,476 as com- 


pared with $664,326 in May and $643,113 in June a year ago. The 
exports of wrapping for the twelve months ending with june 


amounted to $5,878,875 as compared with $6,708,801 for the same 
period in 1919 and $4,483,287 in 1918. 

The exports of writing paper and envelopes for June amounted 
to $699,178 as compared with $698,465 for May and $1,217,854 for 
June a year ago. The exports of these commodities for the twelve 
months ending with June amounted to $7,322,854 as compared with 
$13,456,336 for the same period in 1919 and $4,560,084 in 1918, 

The exports of paper board and strawboard for June totaled 
$387,788 as compared with $493,816 for May and $366,564 for June 
a year ago. The exports of the commodities for the twelve months 
ending with June amounted to $4,030,826 as compared with $4,737,- 
381 for the same period in 1919 and $2,411,282 in 1918. 

The exports of tissue and toilet paper for j'une were valued at 
$316,330 as compared with $292,925 for May and $166,957 for June 
of the previous year. The exports of tissue and toilet paper for 
the twelve months ending with June amounted to $2,412,458 as 
compared with $2,047,887 for the same period in 1919 and $919,536 
in 1918. 

The imports of paper and manufactures of paper for June gained 
slightly as compared with May. The figures for the former month 
amounted to $6,270,434 and for the latter to $6,108,548. The im- 
ports of paper and manufactures of paper for the twelve months 
ending with June amounted to $63,407,279 as compared with $46,- 
551,731 for the same period in 1919 and $42,955,817 in 1918. 

The imports of printing paper valued at not above 8 cents per 
pound for June were valued at $5,062,900 as compared with $4,981,- 
784 for May and $3,660,281 for June a year ago. The imports of 
this variety of paper for the twelve months ending with j'une 





amounted to $51,209,586 as compared with $38,565,487 for the same 
period in 1919 and $34,192,845 in 1918. 

The imports of ground wood for June were valued at $852,456 
as compared with $775,459 for May and $365,375 for June of last 
year. The imports of ground wood for the twelve months ending 
with June amounted to $6,829,805 as compared with $4,482,033 for 
the same period in 1919 and $6,138,831 in 1918. 

The imports of unbleached chemical pulp were valued at $3,869,- 
506 as compared with $2,767,459 for May and $1,359,839 for June 
a year ago. The imports of unbleached chemical pulp for the 
twelve months ending with June amounted to $36,229,796 as com- 
pared with $22,829,804 for the same period in 1918 and $23,314,875 
in 1917, 

The imports of bleached chemical pulp during June were valued 
at $1,620,412 as compared with $1,983,677 for May and $350,261 for 
June a year ago. The imports of bleached chemical pulp for the 
twelve months ending with June amounted to $10,943,504 as com- 
pared with $2,269,266 for the same period in 1919 and $2,135,384 
in 1918. 

The average price of imported news print paper for June was 
0431 cents per pound as compared with .0422 cents per pound for 
May and .0348 for June of last year. The average imported price 
of pulpwood for June was $14.12 per cord as compared with $10.87 
per cord for May and $10.73 per cord for June of last year. The 
average imported price for June of ground wood was $49.74 per 
ton as compared with $50.42 per ton for May and $26.27 per ton 
for june a year ago. The average imported price for June of un- 
bleached chemical pulp was $114.83 per ton as compared with $94 
per ton for May and $73.42 for June. The average imported price 
of bleached chemical pulp for June was $146.55 per ton as com- 


pared with $127.80 per ton for May and $108.40 per ton for June 
of last year. 


Cancellations of Orders 


While the scarcity of supplies makes cancellations of orders in 
the paper trade more or less unusual just now, cancellations have 
in the past greatly disturbed men in the paper business and will 
not unlikely cause annoyance again. The effort therefore that is 
being made to correct this abuse cannot fail to meet with the ap- 
proval of most people connected with the merchandising of paper. 

Most cancellations of orders are largely due either directly or in- 
directly to chaotic conditions arising from war times, according to 
a report on a survey of the manufacturing field made by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States. The percentage reporting 
that customers have cancelled orders because of ‘failure to recognize 
the sacredness of contract, and the legal force and responsibility of 
an order received and accepted in good faith was comparatively 
small, 

There is danger, however, the report declares, that unless a 
definite stand is taken against any tendency to regard cancellation 
of orders as unimportant, and unless there is cultivation of a gen- 
eral feeling that an order is to be considered more than a mere 
memorandum, this evil may assume serious proportions. 

The investigation of cancellations was made by the Fabricated 
Production Department of the National Chamber in response to 
complaints from members that production was being interfered 
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with, so much so, that plants having had sufficient orders to run 
for months, were curtailing their efforts or shutting down even 
though production of their product is below normal and stock in 
the hands of wholesalers and retailers are light. The complaints 
protested that the sacredness of the sale contract was being dis- 
regarded and that the buyer was willing to change its legal en- 
forcement. To get at the bottom of the problem, inquiry was sent 
to 106 leading trade associations to learn the situation. 

In analyzing replies it was found that the responsibility for many 
cancellations was chargeable in part to the seller as well as to the 
buyer. Some of the chief reasons for cancellations are as fol- 
lows: Inability to make prompt delivery; over stock; business de- 
clining; revision of production schedule; financial embarrassment. 
Some replies indicated also that the public will not buy at present 
prices. 

The survey showed that several organizations created a bureau 
of contracts, to deal with all claims for cancellation of orders. 
These bureaus act simply in an advisory way, receiving from the 
complainant a statement of facts as a basis for investigation, in 
due time rendering an advisory report, and in some cases endeavor- 
ing to secure a settlement if desired. 

E. W. McCullough, who made the investigation tor the Nationai 
Chamber will hold a series of conferences with the Credit Co- 
operation Executive Committee of the National Association of 
Credit Men in New York, to try to devise if possible, equitable 
means for handling cancellations. 

Cancellations are not confined to this country as is shown by a 
report from Nottingham, England, that British lace and hosiery 
manufacturers and exporters have become concerned over the large 
The Nottingham 
Lace Exporters’ Association, which represents the lace export trade 
of the country, recently decided that no member of the association 
should hereafter accept any cancellation of orders without the 
special permission of a committee appointed for the purpose of 
investigation. 

This means, according to Consul Calvin M. Hitch, that should a 
customer decline to accept goods, after having placed an order,

United Paperboard Earns $840,010. 


The annual report of the United Paperboard Company for 
the year ended May 31, shows net profits after taxes, charges 
and depreciation, of $840,010. This is equivalent, after pro- 
viding for dividends on the preferred, to $8.12 a share on the 
common stock. In the preceding year the earnings amounted 
to $1.01 a share. The tax reservation in the year just closed 
was $244,377, as compared with $106,108 in the preceding year. 

In submitting the report Sidney Mitchell made the following 
statement: 

“In the last six months of the fiscal year an excellent de- 
mand prevailed for the company’s products at profitable prices, 
and the daily production at a number of your mills was sub- 
stantially increased. 
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“During the year your company had no labor difficulty of 
any importance, with the exception of a strike at the Thomson 
mill, which occurred during a period when the mill was not in 
operation, but merely making repairs. No effort was made to 
operate the mill for some months, as orders on this mill were 
being made at other mills of the company. When the demand 
increased, the mill was put in operation. 

“Your mill at Yorktown, Ind., which has been idle for some- 
time, is now operating profitably. 

“Your mill at Urbana, Ohio, which was partially destroyed 
by fire, is being rebuilt with additional equipment of modern 
construction, and increased production is anticipated. 

“The company purchased $4,000 par value of bonds of the 
Thomson Pulp & Paper Company, secured by a mortgage 
covering the Thomson mill. The amount outstanding is $195,- 
000 par value, maturing April 1, 1921. 

“Dividends amounting to 6 per cent on the preferred and 2 
per cent of the common stock were paid during the fiscal year. 

“Improvements to the extent of $106,852.08 have been com- 
pleted. 

“The company closed its fiscal year with very favorable pros- 
pects for profitable operation, with a considerably increased 
capacity. 

“Your board of directors expressed their appreciation of the 
loyalty and cooperation of the employees of the company. 

“The company purchased 623 shares of preferred and 250 
shares of common stock for the accounts of employees sub- 
scribing for same at the purchase price, on the installment plan. 

“At the last meeting of the company, Herbert L. Bodman 
succeeded as director George M. Bodman, resigned, and Frank 
G. Logan succeeded as director Stuart Logan resigned.” 


Manufacture of Pulp Paper in Kongo 


Papyrus, which grows in great abundance near Elizabethville, in 
the Belgian Kongo, principally along the lower Lualaba, near the 
lakes of Kabuli, Sjemba, Kisali, and Neaga, is to be exploited by 
a large company which has been granted a concession, says Consul 
General Henry H. Morgan, Brussels, Belgium. It is planned to 
establish near the river a large plant, costing two and a half mil- 
lion francs, which will have an initial production of 20,000 tons 
of pulp. The material for this factory is to be sought among Bel- 
gian and, if necessary, allied manufacturers. 

The papyrus of the Kongo has shown on analysis to contain 37.8 
per cent of cellulose. After research and experiments, a process 
was discovered for bleaching the plants which had been vainly 
sought for fifty years.

MEETS IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Conference Is Addressed by Charles Lathrop Pack, George W. 
Sisson, Jr., R. S. Kellogg, Col. Henry S. Graves and 
Other Prominent Forestry and Paper and Pulp Men— 
Mr. Pack States That Adequate Fire Protection of Our 
Forests Will Solve the Majority of the Difficulties Now 


Confronting Us in Attempting to Keep Our Forest Lands 
Productive. 


[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

New Lonpon, N. H., August 24, 1920.—One million dollars a year 
for the protection of our forests against the $30,000,000 a year 
fire loss was the figure advocated here today by Charles Lathrop 
Pack, president of the American Forestry Association in addressing 
a conference of foresters, timberland owners, paper, pulp men and 
lumbermen. He also urged a two million a year appropriation for 
the acquisition of forest land by the government for the purpose 
of growing timber to replace our rapidly disappearing supplies. 

Mr. Pack spoke before the meeting of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of New Hampshire forests. Some of the speakers on the 
three-day program are George W. Sisson, Jr., president of the 
American Pulp and Paper Association; R. S. Kellog, secretary of 
the News Print Service Bureau; Col. Henry S. Graves, former 
chief forester of the U. S.; Elwood Wilson, forester of the 
Laurentide Company of Grand Mere, Quebec. 

“Our mature forests are not only being wiped out by destructive 
conflagration as well as by numerous small fires, but these fires 
also prevent the natural reforestation of hundreds of thousands of 
acres of cut over lands,” continued Mr. Pack. “Our direct loss in 
timber by these fires is $30,000,000 a year. Altogether there are 
315,000,000 acres of State and privately-owned forest land in the 
protection of which the Government should co-operate. At present 
half of the vast area is wholly unprotected and protection for the 
other half is entirely inadequate. If these lands are to be kept pro- 
ductive there must be tremendous expansion in our present fire 
protection activities by the Federal Government, the states and 
private owners. Legislation authorizing the Government to spend 
a million dollars annually in co-operation with the states is im- 
mediately essential. 

“There are now 81,000,000 acres of waste forestland on which 
there is no growth of any value. This area, greater than the com- 
bined forest area of Germany, Denmark, Holland, Belgium, France, 
Switzerland, Spain and Portuga! could be made, under proper man- 
agement, to produce forests. 

“Our standing timber is now being cut or destroyed by fire, dis- 
ease and insects four times as fast as new timber is being grown. 
In the case of saw lumber alone, the destruction is more than 5% 
times the growth of such material. What this means to the nation 
in the way of higher prices of forest products is apparent. 

“Adequate fire protection of our forests will solve 75 per cent 
of the difficulties now confronting us in attempting to keep our 
forest lands productive. 

“At present about one-fifth of the forest land of the country is 
publicly owned, mainly by the Federal Government. This owner- 
ship should be increased to one-half of the timber growing land 
of the United States well distributed throughout the principal forest 
regions. 

“Present restrictions on expenditures in case of fire protection 
should be removed, and there should be immediate completion of 
the original psogram for the protection of watersheds of navigable 
streams by spending $2,000,000 a year in acquiring. 

“Speaking for the American Forestry Association I can say 
without reserve that the association is heartily in favor of the 


prompt enactment of legislation along these lines. Earnest co- 
operation of all concerned will mean the translation of these steps 
into a national forest policy upon which the business of the country 
must in the near future lean heavily.” 

Mr. Kellogg said in part: 


A Newspaper Age 

“The consumption of news print paper in the United States has 
gone far beyond the limits that would once have been predicted 
by the most enthusiastic advocate of the newspaper as a source 
of popular information and education. In 1880 we were able to get 
along with three pounds per capita of news print paper. In 1894 
our requirements had increased three-fold to 9 pounds and twenty- 
five years later, or in 1919, the consumption of news print paper 
in the United States was 33 pounds, or more than ten times what 
it was thirty-nine years earlier. At the present rate the consump- 
tion in 1920 will be 35 pounds per capita. 

The circulation of the daily newspapers in the United States 
exceeds 28,000,000 copies, or one for every family in the country, 
and a large proportion of these papers are not small ones, either. 
There are over 60 newspapers with a daily circulation of 
100,000 copies or more each, and for the past year these papers 
have averaged 23 pages on week days, with 80 pages in those 
publishing Sunday editions. It is most truly a Paper Age, and, 
in the United States, at least a Newspaper Age. 

The production of news print paper in the United States and 
Canada is a ¢éommon industry with common markets. The total 
output last year was 2,183,000 tons and 90 per cent of this total 
is classified as standard news such as is used by the daily papers. 
In the form of sheets last year’s production of news print in North 
America would cover 10,000,000 acres or belt the earth 50 miles 
wide. In the form of a standard 73-inch roll it would unwind 
13,000,000 miles or a little more than seven years output at the 
same rate would reach from the earth to the sun. 

The annual increase in production figured on a compound in- 
terest basis has averaged 6 per cent for the last fifteen years. In 
1904 the production of news print in the United States was 913,000 
tons and practically none in Canada. In 1913 the production in the 
United States slightly passed 1,300,00 tons and that in Canada 
amounted to 350,000 tons. Since 1913 there has been little in- 
crease in the United States output, but a steadily ascending pro- 
duction in Canada, which in 1919 passed 800,000 tons. 

“Of the total of 1,400,000 tons of news print produced in the 
United States and Canada during the first seven months of this 
year, about 60,000 tons came from machines not running on news 
print during the corresponding period of 1919. In other words, the 
great demand for paper and high prices offered in the spot market 
made it profitable for the owners of these machines to temporarily 
transfer them from their normal operations of making wrapping, 
tissue and other grades to the manufacture of news print. When 
the demand slackens these machines will go back to their normal 
product, but it looks now as if the paper they are making, together 
with the increase in the output of regular news print mills would 
carry the total 1920 production of news print beyond 2,400,000 
tons. 

“At this time there is a greater activity than ever before in 
the extension of the news print industry, and if the plans now 
under way are carried out, by the end of 1922, additional ma- 
chines and new plants not in existence in 1919 will be in operation 
with a capacity of 20 per cent of the 1919 output. 

No More Cheap Paper 

“But the day of cheap white paper is gone forever. The labor 
cost per tons of paper manufactured is now nearly three times 
what it was in 1913. The cost of wood is two and three times 
what it was seven years ago and the cost of paper making ma- 
chinery has increased in equal ratio. Coal is costing the mills

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from two to three times what it did in 1913 and it takes a ton 
of coal for every ton of news print manufactured. There is no 
reason to think that there will be a substantial decrease in these 
costs in the future, 

The Timber Supply 

“In the last analysis the problem of the paper supply is the 
problem of the timber supply, for the manufacture of paper is but 
one of the many methods of forest utilization and the total de- 
mand for timber for other purposes exceeds many times that for 
the manufacture of paper. 

“The total consumption of pulpwood in the United States and 
Canada is in the neighborhood of 8,000,000 cords per year and 
nearly one-half of this is required for the manufacture of news 
print. The industry is centered in the Northeastern United States 
and Eastern Canada, and here it is that the drain upon our rapidly 
diminishing forests is the greatest. 

“The present consumption of pulpwood for all purposes in New 
York and New England is at the rate of 2,700,000 cords yearly 
and nearly 20 per cent of it is imported from Canada, The stand 
of pulpwood stumpage in this region will last 15 to 25 years at the 
present rate of cutting and on the same basis the pulpwood stump- 
age in the four timber provinces of Eastern Canada will last 
only fifty to one hundred years. However, the rate of consump- 
tion is rapidly increasing and will correspondingly cut down the 
life of the remaining pulpwood stands. 


“No other large scale method of wood utilization equals that 
of pulp and paper manufacture in the completeness with which 
the raw material is utilized and no one can set a limit to the 
number of articles of daily utility that it is possible to manu- 
facture from pulp and paper. Neither is any other material so 
suitable as wood for the manufacture of news print and related 
grades of paper. The problem of raw material supply, therefore, 
is the forestry problem and the forestry problem is only one phase 
of the land problem of the country, but a most important one. 

“The great task is to make all land productive and grow upon 
each class of land the crops for which it is best suited and for 
which there is the most economic demand. Much time, energy 
and money is being well spent to improve agricultural methods 
and to diversify and increase crop yields, but comparatively little 
has been done even to save from fire and other forms of de- 
struction the timber crop that nature provided us with so abun- 
dantly. 

“The problem of forest production is yet to be solved. In the 
Northeast 75 per cent of the total land area is suitable only for 
timber growing and should be kept in condition to furnish a 
permanent supply of raw material and water power for our basic 
industries, among which pulp and paper manufacturing takes first 
rank. 

“It is a truism to say that for the United States as a whole and 
for all of North America likewise the land areas adapted to 
permanent timber growth are sufficient to produce all the forest 
and wood supplies needed now or likely to be needed hereafter 
by our industries. The job is a tremendous one, but in no way 
fundamentally incapable of solution. 


The Solution of the Problem 

“The pulp and paper industry acting through its Forest Conserva- 
tion Committee, after a long and careful study of the problem of 
a permanent timber supply, has come to the following conclusions 
as to who is concerned in the solution of the problem and the 
immediate steps that should be undertaken in connection there- 
with : 

Who Is Concerned 


“(a) The public or the users of the forests. 


The interests of 





the public are fundamental and in the long run will prevail, 
supply must be maintained, 

“(b) The manufacturers or converters of timber. Viewed from 
the business standpoint only, the interest of the manufacturer in 
the forest is that of a source of raw material. The question of 
a steady supply is to him more important than that of who pro- 
duces it. His function is not to grow timber, but to convert it 
into merchantable commodities. 

“(c) The timberland owners or the producers of timber, The 
land owner is interested chiefly in a market for his timber, From 
a selfish standpoint he is interested in the protection of his prop- 
erty from destruction by fire or insects. Because of the long time 
investment necessary, the hazard of the venture and the. probable 
low rate of return, the timberland owner is not generally interested 
in the question of a second crop. His natural inclination is to 
make the most he can out of the present one (which he did not 
plant) and after cutting get rid of the land as best he may. He 
feels that morally and legally he is no more bound to plant trees 
and grow timber og his land than is the owner of other land 


bound to grow wheat or cotton upon it in case he does not de- 
sire to do so, 


The 


“In some cases private, and more especially corporate, owners 
of timberland ‘are finding it to their advantage to put their land 
upon a permanent producing basis for specialized wood crops 
where the timber can be profitably utilized comparatively young 
and in small sizes. Such commercial timber growing will doubt- 
less increase in the future and should receive State aid and en- 
couragement. But these undertakings afford no basis for any 
legal compulsion upon the private land owner to keep his land 
forested except in cases where after proper classification and in- 
demnification it may be decided that the general welfare demands 
watershed protection. 

Essentials in the Solution of the Problem 


“Any program looking toward the solution of the problem of a 
permanent timber supply must be: 


“(a) Adequate and practicable to produce the needed results. 
“(b) Just to all interests concerned. 
“(c) Acceptable to the majority. 


“We believe that to grow the bulk of the older and larger sizes 
of timber, public ownership of timberland—National or State— 
with private cutting and marketing operations is the most feasible 
solution of the problem. The production of large-size timber is 
too long an undertaking with too great hazards and too low a 
rate of return to attract private capital in adequate amount. The 
State and National Governments, whose primary concern is the 
welfare of all citizens and industries, can best afford to engage in 
the long time undertakings of timber growing at a low rate of re- 
turn upon invested capital. On the other hand, the public will 
get much better service if the operation of transforming stumpage 
into merchantable commodities and their distribution are left to the 
energy, initiative and ingenuity of privte capital under such silvi- 


cultural regulations as will best maintain the supply | of 
material.”

A Mile and a Half a Minute — and the G. T. M. 
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CONSERVING THE SUPPLY OF PULPWOOD 


By Georce R. Browper, GENERAL MANAGER, THE CONTAINER CLUB. ; { 


At this time when attention is attracted to the vital necessity 
of conserving our national forests, and especially of pulpwood so 
urgently needed for the manufacture of news print and other paper, 
it is of interest to note the rapid growth of an industry that is 
making possible the extensive use of waste materials, thus dis- 
placing new materials that must otherwise be drawn from our 
forests. This comparatively new industry, engaged in making 
freight shipping cases of corrugated and solid fibre, has had a 
steady growth from its beginning about 1905 and an exceedingly 
rapid growth during the past five years. There are now some 190 
factories in this country making corrugated and solid fibre boxes 
with a total annual production valued over seventy-five million 
dollars. 

Important Factor in Conservation 


Economically considered, the fibre box is an important factor in 
forest conservation, since only about one-sixth of its raw material 
is new wood pulp, the balance being largely reworked waste paper. 
This waste paper, moreover, usually contains a fair proportion of 
old fibre boxes which have served their usefulness and have found 
their way back to the paper mills. 

The United States Department of Agriculture Forest Service 
Circular 177, issued May 15, 1911, contains the following: 


“The purpose of the investigation upon which this circular 
is based was to determine to what extent the fibre box has 
replaced the wooden one, and how far the development of the 
fibre-box industry is likely to go, and what effect, if any, the 
growing use of fibre boxes will have in bringing about the 
fullest utilization of forest-grown material. 

“Fibre board, as the term is here meant to be understood, 
is made principally of one or more of four materials: Of 
the total materials reported in the course of the investigation, 
57 per cent was chip, 22 per cent straw, 16 per cent wood 
pulp, and 5 per cent jute. Chip consists of old papers, low 
grade or refuse materials from pulp mills, screenings, and 
waste of other kinds repulped and used again. The straw is 
the ordinary farm product. The jute consists of old rope and 
bagging. The wood pulp comes directly from the forest and 
is not old material repulped. Part of it is low grade and has 
short fibre. It is mixed with other cheap pulp, but in order 
that the board may have the required strength a small quantity 
of long-fibred wood pulp must be added to the mixture. Much 
of the best grades used for that purpose is imported from 
Norway and Sweden. Until recently no mills in this country 
manufactured that kind of pulp, but some are now being 
equipped to do so. 

“It thus appears that except for the small quantity of good 
wood pulp, fibre board is made almost wholly of waste ma- 
terial. At least half of it is old newspapers, screenings, wrap- 
ping paper, paper boxes, and such material. But rope and 
bagging are no less products of the waste heap. The increased 
price paid for old papers since fibre-board boxes stimulated the 
demand has resulted in drawing supplies from small towns 
and rural communities, where formerly no one went to the 
trouble of collecting such material. It has encouraged also 
the diligence of scavengers who search the alleys, ash cans, 
and public garbage dumps in cities.” 

Statement by Secretary Alexander 
A recent statement by Secretary Alexander of the Department 
of Commerce says among other things: 

“Many of the better grades of waste paper are used as pure 
substitutes for ground wood pulp and in making all kinds of 
book, bond, ledger and writing papers. If this kind of waste — 


were not used to some extent there would exist an even greater 
shortage of wood pulp, from which most of our printing papers 
and newsprint paper is made. 

“The largest tonnage of waste paper is called ‘common 
mixed’ and consists of any and every sort and scrap of paper 
such as newspapers, waste from the offices, public buildings 
and the homes. The chief use of this kind of waste is for 
paper boxes, roofing and building boards, paper shipping con- 
tainers (which carry up to 100 pounds of freight or express) 
and wrapping paper. More than 2,000,000 tons of ordinary 
waste paper are used for boxes and shipping containers alone. 

“The use of waste paper for this purpose prevents the con- 
sumption of over 1,000,000,000 feet of lumber annually and is 
increasing daily. The utilization of waste must keep pace with 
this to prevent a direct use of our trees for the wood pulp. 
At the present time very little original wood pulp is used for 
paperboard boxes. 

“In addition to the saving of trees in the making of paper- 
board, there is another very great saving of lumber through 
the use of ‘paper’ shipping cases, which are used instead of 
wood boxes. Reports show that it would require more than 
500,000,000 feet of lumber annually to replace the paper ship- 
ping cases, now used by almost every manufacturer in the 
United States.” 

Better Utilization of Car Space 

No less important is the consideration of the economies effected 
by the use of the fibre box in the better utilization of freight car. 

The average fibre box weighs only from two to five pounds, 
which means a reduction of shipping weight anywhere from 10 to 
50 per cent when compared with the same size wooden boxes. 
This becomes of prime importance in the face of impending heavy 
advances in freight rates. It is shipped flat when empty and in 
this form occupies about one-tenth of the space it will contain 
when set up, thus effecting an immense saving in packing room 
space. It lends itself readily to easy filling and packing and is 
a great labor saver in that respect. The ingenuity shown by the 
manufacturer in devising special types of containers to meet the 
needs of the individual shipper has developed unexpected possibili- 
ties for its use. 


What Fibre Shipping Case Has Done 

It has come to be the chief agency for preventing breakage of 
fragile articles and glass containers of liquids, when supplemented 
by corrugated fibre wrappers, partitions and pads—also the product 
of the industry mentioned. 

Its more or less general use in the shipping of shoes and other 
articles likely to be pilfered while in transit, has resulted in a 
marked decrease in the losses sustained from that cause by reason 
of the ease of immediate detection of any tampering with these 
sealed packages. This fact is attested in governmental reports. 

On the whole, the introduction and extended use of the fibre 
shipping case has resulted in diminishing the drain upon our 
sources of supply for new materials and thus afforded genuine 
relief to the paper industry, as well as substantial assistance to 
the shippers and receivers of freight, to the transportation com- 
panies and the public at large. 

Building Homes for Papermakers 

MontTreter, Vt., August 23, 1920.—The Fitzdale Paper Company 
at Fitzdale, is carrying on one of the largest building enterprises 
in northern New England, having launched a model housing 
scheme, building homes for employees at the rate of 30 at a time. 
Eventually there will be 100 of the little homes. 
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VEGETABLE MATTER AND CELLULOSE DERIVATIVES 


Reports on analyses of fiber matter, as made by the members 
of a commission appointed for that purpose by the pulp and 
paper industry in Germany, have been collected by Dr. C. G. 
Schwalbe, and are now published in book form. A suggestion 
by Dr; Schwalbe made in 1917, led to the appointment of the com- 
mission. Leading scientists and experts, among them Dr. Becker, 
Prof. Bronnert, Prof. Ehrlich, Dr. Haegglund, Prof. Heuser, 
Dr. Hottenroth, Prof. Neuberg, Dr. Opfermann, Dr. Schuch and 
Prof, Schwalbe volunteered their services. Their task was to 
examine into all known methods of analysis, to eliminate the 
deficient and to set up as standards the fittest. All the reports 
tend to show that there is a continuous striving for improvement 
in analytical methods. On the other hand, there still are many 
gaps to be filled in, gaps where science has failed to solve prob- 
lems. These unsolved problems are related to the chemical 
nature of cellulose, its derivatives and its accompanying sub- 
stances. 


The principal subjects to be investigated were distributed 
among the volunteering scientists, permitting each examiner to 
concentrate himself upon one limited detail. Thus the deter- 
mination of rosin was allotted to Dr. Opfermann. He reported 
that the dissolving medium used in extraction should be named 
in all accounts describing determination of rosin. In any other ex- 
amination of fiber matter the method employed should also be 
named in name. Dr. Opfermann thinks it essential that the 
method by which fesults were achieved should be named as 
well as the results themselves. This admonition applies to sci- 
entific literature as well. The determination of dry matter and 
ashes are considered sufficient to science as well as to practical 
work. 


Woodgum Not a Chemical Individual 

Determination of gum in wood, according to Dr. Opfermann 
and Dr. Becker, is woefully behind the times. One should always 
remember, the report says, that wood gum is not extracted as a 
chemical individual. We should, therefore, confine ourselves to 
speaking of alkaline solubility. There is a deplorable lack of 
scientific interest in reference to this matter. Consequently there 
has been comparatively little research work in connection with it 
and also little has been reported as to results. 

The terms alpha, beta and gamma cellulose are names that will 
not survive, according to a report by Prof Bronnert and Dr, 
Hottenroth. 

One large chapter is devoted to furfurol (pentosan) deter- 
mination, a report contributed by Dr. Heuser and Dr. Schwalbe. 
Numerous methods in vogue are grouped systematically and care- 
fully weighted in the balance. The reporters finally come to the 
conclusion that the phloroglucine and, perhaps, also the barbiture 
acid method should be given preference to all others. As these 
determinations mostly depend upon the reactiveness of the alde- 
hyde group of furfurol, it is more than probable that, in addi- 
tion, other matter containing aldehyde and ketone groups in- 
fluences the furfurol values. 


Wood Gum Not a Chemical Individual 

Cellulose chemists should acclaim the chapter on pectin matter 
written by Dr. Ehrlich and Dr. Neuberg. It is short and clear, 
and gives a full review on all that has been accomplished in this 
field, 

Determines Amount of Cellulose 

The next chapter, on determination of cellulose: and lignin, 
required the boiling down of a vast amount of material. This 
was performed by Drs. Haegglund and Hottenroth in the case 
of cellulose, and by Drs. Heuser and Schwalbe in the case of 
lignin. 


The book, says the Papier Fabrikant, should be of the greatest 
value, not only to those engaged in analytics, but also to chemists 
working on the positive producing side of the question. 

Another effort of value in connection with the pulp and paper 
industry is a draft of terminology by Prof. Schwalbe. According 
to this draft, cellulose is the frame substance of vegetable matter 
preserved in its original purity as far as ever possible. It is a 
so-called carbohydrate, composed of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen, 
according to the chemical formula of (CsH »Os). It is separated 
from vegetable matter by difficult and circumstantial methods aim- 
ing at purification. Frequently matter whose principal compo- 
nent part is cellulose is also called cellulose. 

Cell matter (commonly known as pulp in English) comprises 
all fibers originally ligneous but separated from the ligneous 
substance by mechanical treatment. Accordingly cell matter 
means fiber matter dissolved by chemicals, generally under pres- 
sure, principally fibers of wood and straw. They are the most 
important raw materials in paper making. They still retain 
small amounts of the ligneous substance, but in their compo- 
sition they closely approach chemically pure matter or cellulose. 


Methods of Dissolving Determine Type of Pulp 

According to the dissolving methods applied, we have soda 
cell matter (stock) and sulphite cell matter. Where alkaline 
lyes are employed to dissolve the stock, we call it soda cell matter 
or sulphate cell matter. The latter term indicates that the matter 
has not been boiled in a solution of caustic soda or carbonated 
soda, but in a mixture of soda and sulphite of sodium. In the 
manufacture of, sulphate cell matter the chemicals employed run 
a circular course in which unavoidable losses are made up by 
additions of sodium sulphate (sulphuric sodium), which in the 
course of manufacturing, is converted into the above mentioned 
sulphide of sodium. 

Where acetic fluids are employed as dissolvents, such as are 
produced by the action of sulphurous acid upon bases, particularly 
limestone, dolomite, magnesite or magnesia, we speak of sulphite 
cell matter. 

According to the original material we distinguish wood cell 
matter, straw cell matter, esparto cell matter and sulphite cell 
matter. These divisions are again subdivided into groups of pulp 
made of pine or leaved trees. In Germany they pulp princi- 
pally fir, wild pine and hemlock, while leaved trees, such as 
poplar, beech and birch, are used less, 

Straw cell matter is produced by boiling straw in chemicals, 
with or without pressure, and dissolving the fibers. Upon the 
degree of dissolution depends whether the straw will yield a 
stock that is bleachable and may be used in the manufacture of 
fine paper, or whether, in case the dissolution is less perfect, the 
matter is used in the manufacture of textile paper or fed to 
animals, is immaterial as far as terminology is concerned. 


Wood Stock and Wood Cell Matter : 

Ground wood or wood stock (ground wood stock) must not 
be confounded with wood cell matter. It is the result of dis- 
secting the fibers by subjecting wood to a crushing and grinding 
process in water. Revolving grind stones are generally em- 
ployed to do the dissecting and crushing. When raw wood is 
used we call it white pulp. By employing sulphurous acid a 
higher degree of white will be achieved. Where the wood, before 
being ground, is treated with steam or water under pressure, we 
call it brown pulp. 

White pulp is the principal raw material for our cheapest paper 
grades, such as print paper for daily newspapers. Brown pulp 
is used in the manufacture of cheap cardboard, wrapping, pack- 
ing and bag paper. The term wood matter (stock), when applied

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Origin and Development of T. A. P. P. I. 


T. A. P. P. I. is the well-known abbreviation of the title of the 
Technical Association of the Pulp and Paper Industry. The 
legend will be much in evidence at the fall meeting of the asso- 
ciation in Saratoga Springs, N. Y., September 1-3, as a gross or 
more of pennants and banners have been ordered bearing the de- 
vice for attaching to automobiles. One of the speakers at the last 
annual dinner of the association in New York defined T. A. P. P. 1. 
as “The Association that Protects the Paper Industry,” but the 
true interpretation is that given above. 

The latest issue of the Journal of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry, published in London, gives an informing account of the 
origin and development of T. A. P. P. L., which will be read with 
interest by all who are connected with the great American paper 
and pulp industry. The history of the association is thus told 
by our British contemporary: 

Although the leaders of the pulp and paper industry had long 
felt that insufficient attention had been given to the training of 
technical men, and that provision was needed for the encourage- 
ment of research on the part of paper-mill chemists and engineers, 
it was not until September, 1914, that a definite plan was sub- 
mitted to the members of the American Paper and Pulp Asso- 
ciation relating to the formation of a new technical division 
which should concern itself with the collection and dissemination 
of information concerning mechanical and chemical engineering 
and the chemistry of paper and paper-making fibres as applied to 
the manufacture of pulp and paper. In response to inquiries, 
replies were received indicating that a majority of members fa- 
vored the plan. A meeting was held in February, 1915, in con- 
nection with the annual convention of the American Paper and 
Pulp Association, at which H. E. Fletcher and a committee of 
five were appointed to continue organization work. The com- 
mittee met in Chicago in April, 1915, adopted a tentative con- 
stitution, and elected a committee to prepare subjects and rules 
for a prize essay competition. The committee met again in Chi- 
cago in May, 1915, and adopted the name “Technical Section of 
the American Paper and Pulp Association.” The text of the 
constitution was approved and an executive committee and a 
secretary-treasurer appointed. Membership in the Technical Sec- 
tion was at first restricted to members of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association and their employees, but it was subsequently 
decided to throw it open to all who could meet the requirements 
for membership, irrespective of whether they were employees or 
members of the American Paper and Pulp Association. 











THE DILLON JORDAN 


At the first annual meeting of the Techuical Section held at 
New York in February, 1916, the membership had grown to 207. 
On this occasion the constitution was revised, and the name of 
the organization changed to “The Technical Association of the 
Pulp and Paper Industry.” Two other meetings were held dur- 
ing 1916. The second annual meeting took place in New York 
on February 6-8, 1917, the membership having then increased to 
274. Among the transactions of this meeting was the award of 
$400 in prizes for papers submitted in the prize essay competition. 
In March, 1917, the executive committee met at Erie, Pa., in con- 
ference with the council of the Technical Section of the Canadian 
Pulp and Paper Association, and steps were taken to assure fuller 
cooperation between the two associations in all important com- 
mittee work. 


The association has continued to grow steadily in numbers. 
Usually two meetings are held during the year; one in New 
York, at the same time as the annual convention of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association, and one (sometimes two) in a 
paper-mill district. The association has standing committees on: 
Abstracts of literature; bibliography; groundwood; heat, light, 
and power; pulp and paper machinery; soda pulp; sulphite pulp; 
sulphate pulp; standard methods of testing materials; and voca- 
tional education. These committees have submitted many excel- 
lent reports and have been responsible for procuring a large 
number of interesting papers. The vocational education commit- 
tee, in cooperation with the Canadian association, is engaged in 
preparing a standard text-book on the pulp and paper industry, 
the first volume of which will be ready for publication about 
September. Each section is written by an expert, criticised by 
persons familiar with, or actively engaged in the particular work 
cc vered by the section, and finally revised by a professional text- 
book writer. It is proposed to use the book as the basis of a 
correspondence course in paper-making. 

The membership includes. honorary members, ordinary mem- 
bers, associate members, and junior members. Members must be 
at least 28 years old, have had a technical education or its equiva- 
lent, and have been actively engaged for at least five years in the 
manufacture of pulp and paper, or in related industries or in- 
stitutions. Associate members include superintendents of plant, 
etc., and junior members include younger chemists and engineers. 
The total membership, as reported at the annual meeting in April 
last, was 537. ‘The president of the association is R. S. Hatch, 
Garfield, N. J.; and the secretary-treasurer, T. J. Keenan, 18 East 
41st street, New York, N. Y.

Paper Cost Stops Red Cross Magazine 

Wasuineton, August 25, 1920.—‘The famine prices of white 
paper,” has forced the American Red Cross to discontinue publi- 
cation of the Red Cross Magazine, an announcement today said. 
“Further publication would involve either considerable iacrease 
in the subscription price or a subsidy from the general funds of 
the society, which deems either course inexpedient.” The Octo- 
ber number will be the last issued. 

Had the Red Cross Magazine been the only means of com- 
munication with the public and its workers it would have been 
necessary to continue the magazine, even at a loss, the statement 
said. Through its bulletins, the Junior Red Cross News pamphlets, 
“and with the co-operation of the press,” however, the national 
headquarters hopes to keep its information service in full swing 
without the magazine. 


The Future of Our Export Trade. 


By S. B. Benress, OF THE JAMES P. HEFFERNAN Paper Co. 


The lessons which producers of several of our industries 
outside of the paper industry are experiencing at the present 
time for lack of orders, with the resultant closing down of . 
industry and slowing down of production, should be timely 
for the American paper manufacturer. The situation for those 
other industries is made worse at the present time by the 
partial closing of export outlets. This is the result of several 
causes. The fluctuating exchange rates are one of these. 
Another is the difficulty in extending the long credits required 
by the foreign buyer. Still another important factor we must 
not overlook is the renewal of competition in Latin-American 
countries and elsewhere of the former European belligerent 
nations that are eager for export trade. Added to these is 
the cancellation of orders by foreign purchasers who are ex- 
pecting reductions in prices. 

A good many manufacturers have too often looked on the 
markets abroad as places where a surplus not needed here 
can be dumped. They have not cultivated these markets in 
the way that Great Britain and Germany, for example, have 
done. The American manufacturer should put aside a part 
of his production and endeavor to give the market abroad a 
proportion of his output, and treat it with the same considera- 
tion he would show a valued section of the home markets, 
since it is in this way that the United States can uphold its 
claim as a supplier of the world markets. 

We will need these markets and should do everything pos- 
sible to preserve them, for as production in Great Britain and 
in the other European countries increases, and this is being 
pushed as fast as possible because of economic necessity, we 
will again face the vigorous competition from these countries 
which we had prior to the war.

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New York Market Review 


Orrice or THE Paper Trade Journal, 
Wepnespay, August 25, 1920. 

The general trend of the market during the past week has 
been about the same as that of the previous one, except that 
business in general throughout the New York market is liven- 
ing up a little, although the buying has been by no means as 
heavy as it is expected to be in the early fall. Prices have on 
the whole been remarkably stable, although easy bleaching 
and No. 1 unbleached sulphite together with foreign kraft 
seem to be a trifle weaker, but no very great break is antici- 
pated. The transportation problem continues to get nearer 
a solution and by this time next year the railroads may be 
back to their pre-war efficiency. The shortage of rolling stock 
is still acute in many parts of the country, some of the large 
concerns having been forced by dire necessity to buy their 
own freight cars in order to keep their mills operating, but 
the railroads are showing more good will to shippers and are 
more willing to cooperate with them in the solution of their 
individual problems. When the new freight rates have gone 
into effect it is expected that the railroads will be provided 
with enough extra capital to buy the necessary equipment to 
put the whole shipping system in good order. Most of the 
buyers seem to be carrying on a policy of “watchful waiting” 
to endeavor to ascertain in what direction prices are going to 
move in the autumn, There seems now to be little doubt that 
in the paper business no drop can be expected but on the con- 
trary prices will remain high if they do not soar even more. 
There are many reasons given for this, but probably the sim- 
plest is that of a great and growing demand which bids fair 
to outstrip the supply for some time to come yet. 


It would be well nigh impossible for news print to be much 
livelier than it has been for a number of months now. The 
demand is so great and the supply so limited that there is little 
hope for any easing up in this quarter. It is this strained con- 
dition which is probably responsible for the many rumors 
which are heard that the situation will be relieved in the near 
future by imports from various parts of Europe and even from 
Mexico. It is the opinion of a number of competent judges 
that the amount of Mexican news print that could be brought 
from Mexico is so slight as to have little effect on the market 
as a whole, since that country has comparatively few paper 
mills for the manufacture of this stock. 


Book paper, too, is still very scarce. The demand is so far 
in excess of any possible supply that the mills are flooded 
with orders. There is next to none of the stuff to be found 
in the spot market except a few odd lots which find their way 
in from time to time, no one knows how. These are taken 
by anxious buyers as soon as they appear. 

Tissue has remained firm with prices still high and mills 
running again to capacity, after a brief shutdown for repairs 
by a number of them a little while ago. Prices are being 
quoted largely on those prevailing at time of shipment, as is 
quite generally true in the other parts of this market. No new 
customers are being taken on, the manufacturers having about 
all they can do to keep their old customers supplied. 

The board market appears to be a little better, but there is 
still a lack of raw materials. Prices remain the same and the 
mills are attempting to catch up with their back orders, of 
which there are many. 


Mechanical Pulp 


Although the scarcity of this article is still very pronounced, 
interest is not so great among the buyers as one might expect. 
If this condition lasts there is little doubt that the price will 





decrease somewhat, but it cannot go down very much, because 
there is such a little bit of it available. 


Chemical Pulp 

It is said that recent importations from Sweden have caused 
the slight falling off which has been noticeable in prices in 
this field for the past couple of weeks. Whatever the reason, 
there has been a slight drop in prices, and the demand is not 
nearly so active as it was a month ago. 

Domestic and Foreign Rags 

A lively market is expected in rags during the fall; in fact, 
they are already evincing signs of great activity. New rags 
are in great demand and even roofing stock is picking up. A 
general rise in prices in this stock is likely to occur any time 
now. 

Old Rope and Bagging 

The mills seem to have little use for old rope and bagging 
at present and claim they are well stocked up with the stuff. 
The pronounced weakness that has been exhibited in this mar- 
ket all summer still continues to prevail. 


Waste Paper 

There has been a steadily growing activity in the waste paper 
market for several weeks now and it is thought that this pros- 
perity has by no means reached its peak. Prices still remain 
firm. 

Twine 

Twine has shown little change for the past month. While 
the activity is not lively enough to be excessive, it is good 
enough to keep prices very firm. An advance is expected soon.

to ground wood, should be entirely eliminated, for it leads to 
confounding it with wood cell matter, 

Straw matter, or better, yellow straw matter, is produced by 
boiling straw in a solution of lime or by lasting submersion in 
lime. This matter is used in the manufacture of cheap brown 
paper or pasteboard. It must not be confounded with straw cell 
matter that is produced by boiling straw in chemical solutions 
of caustic soda and sulphide of soda. Yellow straw matter, 
according to the degree of dissolution, ranks between raw straw 
and straw cell matter; it should be classified as a semi-cell 
matter. 

Semi-cell matter is stock imperfectly dissolved by steam, hot 
water or weak lyes of lime, etc., and still containing considerable 
of its original incrustation. As a typical semi-cell matter we 
consider power stock or power cell stock, produced by designed 
interruption of the boiling process in caustic, alkaline or sul- 
hide of sodium lyes, permitting, in part, the repeated use of the 
same lye. In a similar manner you may produce by boiling in a 
weak solution of sulphite lye a power cell -stock. 


To Enforce Dye Stuffs Legislation 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Wasuincton, D. C., August 25, 1920—Legislation prohibiting 
the importation of synthetic dye stuffs, except under license, will 
be enforced as quickly as possible, says a report received here. 
Speaking at a recent meeting of the “Color Users Association” 
in Manchester, the chairman stated that it is the definite opinion 
of the British Government that synthetic color making factories 
run by experts with a competent staff of chemists and equal to 

those of any other nation are essential to national security. 
Some interesting details as to Germany’s stock of dye stuffs 
were given at the meeting, says the report. In December last, the 
stocks in Germany amounted to 22,000 tons and comprised about 
13,000 items, of which the British Government was entitled to re- 
ceive 3,300 tons, under the Reparation clauses of the Peace Treaty 
but, up to the present, only half of the amount has been received.

BLANC FIXE—Blanc fixe is a difficult article to procure these 


days. It is so scarce that in spite of the general betterment of the 
transportation difficulty and the consequent easing up in all markets 
there is absolutely none of this chemical in the open market and 
the manufacturers are fairly swamped with orders. These cir- 
cumstances naturally enough keep the price well up around 6@6.25 
cents. 

BLEACHING POWDER—There is still a dearth of containers 
for shipment of bleaching powder, but the improvement in the rail- 
road situation has brought a little more of this material to the city 
than before. The price continues very high, so much so as to be 
almost prchibitive to the smaller buyers. The supply in the open 
market is limited and the works are reported as well filled with 
orders. 7.25@8 cents is said to be the present price. 

CASEIN—There has been next to no casein in the open market 
for some time now and the shipments are grabbed by buyers as 
soon as the steamers make port. Dealers are all expecting a rise 
in the near future in this commodity because of a marked falling 
off in imports due to under production in Argentine. The price 
in large lots is quoted around 15@15.50 cents a pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA—There seems to have been a slight increase 
in the demand for caustic soda, although the price remains the 
same, There is little of it to be had in the spot market and less 
to be had on any but very distant future contracts since the mills 
are all working to capacity to catch up on the great quantity of 
back orders which all seem to have. Prices are said to be $5.85@ 
6.10. 

CHINA CLAY—The manufacturers are just about keeping up 
with the strong demand in this market, although there appears to 
be not over much of the stuff in the spot market. The improvement 
in the freight situation, on land and sea, has made things a good 
deal easier, but there is some anxiety expressed as to the effect the 
movement of the corn and wheat harvest will have on the car 
problem in the South. Prices are approximately $13@15 washed, 
$10@12 unwashed, and imported stock is bringing from $18@25 
per ton. 

ROSIN—The demand is so great for this article that it seems 
impossible to supply the consumers. There is none to be had in 
New York on spot, but some of the other cities on the Atlantic 
seaboard seem to have a little of it on hand. If the situation con- 
tinues as it has for the past month the law of supply and demand 
will undoubtedly force a rise in price, but for the present it re- 
mains the same, $15.75 on grades E. F. and G. 

SODA ASH—The demand in this field is very great but the 
supply is so limited that the price remains up around 3 75@4 cents. 

SULPHATE OF ALUMINA—There appears to be no sulphate 
of alumina in sight in spite of a demand which is searching every 
corner of the market. The price has been consistently high but 
has varied a great deal within a limited space. It seems to be 
governed largely by how much a buyer can afford to pay. 5@6 
cents is a conservative report on the price. 

STARCH—Starch remains unchanged since last week except 
for a slight increase in the demand. Business has been a little 
slack in this market recently but it is expected to be very strong 
in the fall. There has been no change in the price since the middle 
of July. 

SATIN WHITE—There is very little of this to be had on spot 
and the manufacturers are not taking any new customers since they 
are just about able to keep their old ones supplied. Transportation 
is reported as quite generally improved and the price is about 2.50 
@3 cents per pound. 

TALC—This market has remained the same. With a very strong 
demand and a limited supply it is expected that prices will rise 
very soon but at present they remain at $18@20 per ton.
